More mileage, 
less cost 


Sometimes you have to keep an 


eye on things yourself if your 


car is to run and ride its best \

| = as swabbing merthiolate on a 
skinned knee is sometimes the dif- 
ference between healing and blood 
poisoning, squeezing a_ radiator 
hose in your fingers is sometimes 
the difference between a five-min- 
ute repair in the shop and a break- 
down miles from nowhere 

Just as brushing your teeth after 
meals may make the difference, at 
40, between eating with your own 
teeth and those your dentist makes 
you, swishing the copper gauze 
from your engine’s air cleaner in 
kerosene every 5,000 miles may 
make the difference between 17 
and 19 miles to the gallon. 

These are little things, but things 
you’ve pretty much got to keep an 
eye on yourself. 


Clean filter gauzes. On top of 
your motor is an alt cleaner a 
metal drum about as big around as 
a gallon jug (illustrated below); 
and inside it is a filter made of 
copper gauze. On the side of the 
crankcase in some cars is a small 
air inlet into the crankcase. It, too, 
is filled with copper gauze. In your 
oil filler cap (the cap over the hole

into which you pour motor oil) is 
more gauze. These gauzes keep 
dirt out of your motor, ought to 
be washed every 5,000 miles. A 
dusty air cleaner will sap your en- 
gine of power, cut gasoline mile- 
age, increase engine wear. But 
many garages don’t clean these 
elements as a part of their service. 

You can ask them to, or you can 
easily do it yourself. 

[here are two general types of 
air cleaners—the “regular” kind 
and the “heavy-duty oil-bath” 
kind (illustrated below). You 
won't have any trouble knowing 
which you have or what to do with 
it, because instructions are printed 
on the side. To clean the regular 
kind, unscrew the wing nuts that 
hold the cover on, remove the cop- 
per gauze element under the cover, 
and wash the gauze by swishing 
and swirling it around in a pan of 
kerosene. Let the kerosene drain 
off, then dip the gauze into S.A.E. 
50 motor oil (a thick, heavy 
weight) and let the excess drain off 
before you put the cleaner togeth- 
er again. Don’t get oil on the felt 
pad in the cover.

Air cleaner, oil filler cap, and crankcase air inlet ought to be 
cleaned every 5,000 miles, or oftener if you drive on dusty roads. 
To clean latter two, swish them around in kerosene and let them 
drain on paper. To clean air cleaner, follow the directions in text 
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Shock-absorber check: does bounce stop instantly, no rebound? See page 241 


To clean the heavy-duty oil- 
bath kind, take it apart (this is no 
trouble; it falls apart on you if you 
aren’t careful) and wash off the 
outside with kerosene. Wash the 
copper-gauze section by swirling 
and dunking the whole section up 
and down in kerosene. Pour the 
old oil out of the bottom element, 
wash the element in kerosene to 
remove the fine dirt caked in the 
bottom, dry it, and refill the oil 
reservoir up to the oil line stamped 
on the side. Most cleaners take a 
pint. Use S.A.E. 50 motor oil for 
most of the year, S.A.E. 30 for ex- 
tremely cold weather. Put the 
cleaner together again 

Note that you don’t dip the cop- 
per gauze from the heavy-duty 
cleaner into the oil. This cleaner 
is designed so that it sucks all air 
across the top of the oil at high 
speed. This picks up some of the 
oil as a spray, carries it onto the 
gauze. There it traps the dirt 
More oil subsequently thrown into 
the gauze then washes the dirt off. 


Oil-filter check. If your car has 
an oil filter in it, check it occasion- 
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ally to see that it isn’t clogged with 
dirt. To do this, touch your hand, 
after the car has had a good run, to 
the side of the filter away from the 
motor. If it’s operating properly, if 
the oil is filtering through it freely, 
it'll be really hot. If it’s only warm, 
or if you’ve used it for 5,000 miles, 
it’s time to replace the cartridge 


To tighten fan belt. Photograph 
below shows how to know when 
the fan belt needs adjustment. On 
most cars, you tighten the belt by 
sliding the fan up in its mount or 
by swinging the generator out 
Look for a slot that lets the fan or 
generator be moved. When you’ve 
found it, loosen the fan or genera- 
tor bolts, pull or swing the unit un- 
til belt tension feels right, tighten 
bolts, check tension. It’s no trick— 
but can save you a lot of trouble. 


Does your gas get hot enough? 
You know how a cold motor spits 
and balks. To speed its warmup, 
most cars have what’s called a 
“heat-control valve” in the exhaust 
manifold (see photograph and cut-

Q.. Jimmy had a perfect attendance record last year,” 
Jimmy’s mother smiled affably and went on with her knit- 
ting. “‘He never missed a single day of school!” 

There was silence. You could have heard the proverbial 
pin drop. But if you looked at young Mrs. Williams’ strained 
face you'd have been able to read her thoughts. You'd have 
known that she was remembering the day her Mary brought 
a sniffing Jimmy home from school to play. Mrs. Williams 
often remembers that day because Mary developed pneu- 
monia as a result of the cold she took from Jimmy. 

Mrs. Williams’ mouth tightened a little now, but she 
made no response. Then another mother said quietly: 

“We were lucky with Betty, too. Only a couple of colds all 
winter, and those were very mild. But, of course, we kept her 
at home for the protection of other children.”

Se: Betty was sturdy, but her mother knew that the 
youngster who caught that little sniffle from Betty might not 
be as able to throw off a cold . might develop an ear or 
throat infection. Betty's mother knew also that many boys 
and girls have allergies that complicate even minor respira- 
tory ailments. The slight cold that would scarcely incon- 
venience one child may keep another gasping for breath 
through hours of acute asthma 

Then, too, a running nose, a sore throat, or a cough may 
be just a cold, but they can be the start of a contagious dis- 
ease. If your youngster were to sit beside Mrs. Smith's snif- 
fling Wilma, he might be exposed to an undiagnosed case of 
measles, influenza, whooping cough, or any one of several 
other diseases 

Rheumatic fever—cause of 90 percent of all heart disease 
in children—may be brought on and aggravated by respira- 
tory infections. The mother who sends her youngster to 
school with a cold may send your boy or girl into life with a 
permanently damaged heart. 


i™* New York doctor has this to say: “‘During the first 
three or four days of an acute cold a child should not be per- 
mitted around uninfected children, although he need not be 
isolated from another child who already has a cold.” 
Protection against colds, as well as against other conta- 
gious diseases, is primarily a matter of avoiding contact with 
infected people. Repeated experiments show that people 
in isolated communities don’t get colds until the arrival of 
ships or planes brings about contact with an infected person. 
The similarity between cold symptoms and those of other 
diseases —in their initial stage—has always been confusing. 
Most parents will keep an obviously sick child at home. They 
put him to bed when he has fever, nausea, or pain. Those 
same parents isolate a child whom they know may be coming 
down with flu or measles. But many parents still regard the

Temporary shelf. A small shelf 
can be put almost anywhere 
by supporting the ends of a 
board with wire coat hangers, 
which are in turn suspended 
from rope or clothesline.

D. X, a prominent New York surgeon, was 42 when 
they called him up for active duty with the army. Al- 
though he had been married 20 years, he was childless. 
He and his wife had decided it was ‘‘one of those things.” 
Fifteen years before, they had given up hope of ever hav- 
ing children. 

Yet one month after the doctor returned from service, 
his wife was pregnant. The reason could be traced. It 
was the complete change in living habits enforced by the 
army—better diet, more sleep—which had made the 
pregnancy possible. And had Dr. X only been willing to 
investigate and act, there could have been children years before. 

Today more than 1 out of every 10 marriages in this 
country is childless. Yet, even though the remedy isn’t 
always quite as simple as in the case of Dr. X, as many 
as 40 percent and more of these childless unions could be 
fertile. 

It’s not that medical knowledge hasn’t advanced, that 
methods of treatment aren't available. It’s simply that 
too often the hushand isn’t available, that intelligent men 

even experts like Dr. X—don’t know and won’t permit 
themselves to find out the facts about sterility. 


A young woman came to an Eastern sterility clinic a 
few months ago. She had been married five years, wanted 
a child, and so did her husband, but there had been no 
results. When, after thorough examination, doctors 
agreed that she was capable of becoming a mother and 
asked ‘her to send in her husband, she broke down: 

“T wanted him to come with me to begin with, but he 
wouldn’t. I can’t force him to now. Rather than risk 
breaking up our marriage, ll go without a family.” 

It used to be that the woman was always assumed at 
fault in sterility. We know now that frequently the trou- 


| ble lies with both husband and wife, and that often it is the 
husband's responsibility alone. 
| In a recent study by two San Francisco gynecologists 


of 855 barren marriages, 519 husbands were found to 
have “lowered fertility.” A British gynecologist studied 
the first 1,000 cases at Oxford’s Fertility Clinic and found 
defective male secretions at fault in 35 percent of them.

* : Irs obvious enough that, along with a good egg, con- 
( ception requires sperm capable of fertilizing it. What 
isn’t so obvious, however, what misleads many men into 


an inability to consider that they may be at fault, is the 
fact that vrility is not necessarily a measure of fertility. A 
man may easily be a man in the sense of virility; yet, at 
the same time, he may be producing insuflicient sperm or 
sperm that is defective.

Happily, most males are not 
as hopeless as Ruppert, and human husbands often have 
other attributes that make them worth preserving even if 
they can’t beget. 


| trying to reach and fertilize an egg, the sperm 
works against huge odds. The process is much like that of 
establishing a beachhead in a modern war. Wave upon 
wave of sperm cells, making the attempt to reach the egg, 
are washed down or otherwise incapacitated. Mortality is 
unbelievably high—so high, in fact, that in the average 
normal male ejaculate of 3 cubic centimeters, there are 
300 million or more sperm cells. And doctors now gener- 
ally agree that 60 million sperm cells in a single cubic 
centimeter of ejaculate is the lower level of normality. If 
the count is below this, chance of conception is remote. 

Moreover, fertility depends not alone upon sperm 
count but upon other factors, such as ability of the sperm 
to move around. Sperm cells must be active, fast, able to 
get to the ovary under their own power. Many things can 
go wrong to make sperm cells insuflicient in quantity or 
activity. But today, too, much can be dene to discover 
causes of defects, even when they seem amazingly re- 
} 


mote, and to remedy them when they seem hopeless. 


The testes, for example, may be producing normal 
sperm cells. Yet an infection in a far-removed part of the 
body may affect the accessory sex glands and cut down 


the ability of the sperm to move fast and freely. 


ml 

| he trouble in one young man, for instance, was found 
to be pus in the secretions of the sex glands. The cause 
was traced to an attack of acute tonsillitis. He was given 
a weekly course of massage and, after several months of 
this, large numbers of shreds were evacuated at each 
treatment, the pus disappeared, activity of cellsimproved. 

Sometimes, one or both ejaculatory passages may be 
closed. If one is closed, there won’t be enough sperm in 
the ejaculate. If both are closed, none at all will appear. 
While this may not interfere with the sex act, it will hin- 
der conception. 

And here we come to a common and tragic misunder- 
standing. After several years of fruitless effort to have 
children and months of unproductive treatment for his 
wife, one man finally got up nerve and consulted a doc- 
tor. Thoroughly miserable. he explained: 

“My wife doesn’t know I’m here. I’ve had gonorrhea. 
I guess we'll never have children since it probably affect- 
ed the testes, and I can’t produce effective sperm.” 

‘*‘Look here,” the doctor explained. ‘‘Gonorrhea does 
not affect the testes. It may produce an inflammation of 
all reproductive pathways—to a greater or lesser extent. 
If, in particular, it inflames the narrowest portion of the 
pathways—from testes to urethra—then it’s likely to 
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cause infertility because scar tissue blocks the pathways. 

“Often,” the doctor went on, “you can tell whether 
the narrow portion has been affected. If it has, there is 
usually pain and swelling of the testicles. Even so, an op- 
eration may cure the trouble.” 

In this case, an operation did. But the trouble is that 
many men who have had gonorrhea hesitate to admit 
that they’ may be causing infertility. They are needlessly 
depriving themselves and their wives of children. Their 
difficulty may lie with gonorrhea and be curable. Or, 
even though they did have the disease, the infertility 
factor may lie elsewhere and also be curable. 


r 

Phere are many possible causes. An illness in which there 
is fever may lower the sperm count for as long as three 
months after recovery. X rays may produce permanent 
sterilization. It’s known now that long hours of work un- 
der high temperatures may lower sperm count. And 
there is even some doubt as to the wisdom of our Ameri- 
can practice of taking frequent very hot baths. 

Too frequent intercourse may be a cause of sterility. 
Earnestly and even desperately trying to produce a child, 
one couple made nightly attempts over a long period of 
time. They had no idea that it takes 48 to 72 hours to re- 
plenish the normal supply of sperm and that they were 
defeating their purpose. According to one authority, the 
average man has his best chance of causing conception 
after a five-day abstinence from intercourse. 

Nutrition, too, may be a factor. Usually it is not a mat- 
ter of undernourishment but of proper food selection. 
There have been cases in which fertility has been in- 
creased when the diet was made rich in Vitamin E, via 
milk, lettuce, spinach, whole-wheat bread. 

Another major consideration in lowered male fertility 
—especially in the American man—may be the weak- 
ened constitutional state brought on by fatigue, anxiety, 
overwork. As Dr. R. S. Hotchkiss, author of the medical 
textbook Fertility in Men, and an outstanding authority 
in the field, observes with scientific caution: 

**Such influences may be reasonably assumed to be not 
beneficial to general health and testicular tissue just as 
other body tissue reflects depressed states.” 


During the war, the Maternity Care Center in New 
York helped some 10,000 women get medical care under 
the government’s emergency Maternity and Infant Care 
Plan. It was notable that many of these women declared 
that after years of fruitless effort, they had become preg- 
nant on their husbands’ first furlough. 

At one of our larger universities, a professor whose mar- 
riage had been childless went to work in Washington for 
two years during the war. In comparison to his usual 
university routine of teaching, conferences, research, 
writing articles and books, the Washington job was fat

Successful color schemes are 
often based on the colors in a fabric, a wallpaper design, a 
good painting, or a carpet. Here’s why—and it’s really no 
secret at all. The artist who created your favorite painting and 
the people who design good quality fabrics and wallpaper are 
color experts. They are masters in the art of combining colors. 
So if you use a multicolored fabric as the basis of your color 
scheme, all you have to do is to follow the designer’s lead; 
study the colors he has used, and use them in your room. 
You'll find that the schemes you'll work out by this method are 
not only harmonious, but also will have imagination and 
give you the satisfaction of being your own decorator. 

On the following pages you'll find four distinctive color 
schemes we have worked out with the cooperation of Gimbel 
srothers of Milwaukee. You'll find four rooms—a living room, 
a dining room, a bedroom, and a den. All have color schemes 
that you can use in any room in your home. 

1 picture inspires the first scheme. It’s a good idea for a liv- 
ing room or dining room if you have a favorite painting with 
( ol rs vou like. 

1 wallpaper of good design is the basis of the second scheme. 
Working from a wallpaper is a good method in a hall, a dining 
room, or a bedroom. 

arpet influences the third color scheme, and it’s an idea 

it's applicable in any room. Remember, though, that if 

there’s a great deal-of color in the rug design, you should use 
plain wall colors and patterned fabrics. 

{ fabric suggests the fourth color scheme. We'd suggest a 
patterned fabric gay with color, always definite in design, and 
one that has colors you will want to live with. 

There are many other sources of good color schemes—a col- 
lection of china, a bit of old needlepoint, a beautiful lamp base, 
or vase. No matter what you work from, though, the method of 
assembling your schemes is essentially the same as that used in 
the four rooms on these pages. Once you have the necessary in- 
gredients, it’s as simple as following a recipe. 


Color scheme from a picture 


A reproduction of a Cezanne painting, Village Panorama, inspired 
the one-color scheme of this room. The picture is subdued, tranquil, 
has brilliant notes of color that were used as accents of the scheme. 


Walls and curtains: We used shades of beige, colors that are found in 
both painting and frame, to allow the picture to dominate the room. 


Floor covering: Beige flax-and-cotton carpeting in homespun weave 
is in keeping with the subject and texture of the picture. 


Sofa: A shade of beige deeper than that used on the wall. 


Easy chair: Striped material carries picture's color from beige to 
brown. 


Side chairs: Red and white (accents found in the painting). 
Pillows: Red and yellow, as accents. 
Flowers: The bouquet repeats all the colors found in the painting. 





Color scheme from a wallpaper 


A yellow wallpaper with touches of slate gray and lacy white is the 
basis of this dining-room color scheme. (Would you ever have 
thought of combining such colors? Taking your cues from a wallpaper 
sparks your imagination.) Here again is an example of those in- 
creasingly popular one-color schemes. 

Draperies and upholstery: All shades of yellow are repeated in this 
rough-textured metallic fabric. 

Floor covering: Slate gray played strongly balances the room and 
gives it character. 

Blinds: White blinds (they could be glass curtains) accent the white 
touches in the paper.

Color scheme from a fabric 


A bright fabric offers the simplest solution for a color scheme. The draperies 
in this den have rich, red flowers with shaded green leaves on a deep green 
background. 


Walls: Wood tones (of awallpaper that gives the effect of pine paneling) 
make an excellent neutral background for patterned material. 


Floor covering: Rose (deepest note found in the draperies) was used to 
warm the room 


Love seat and chairs: Light and dark shades of green. 
Pillows: Red and green of draperies. 


Glass curtains, accessories, flowers: White that picks up the whites in the 
drapery flowers 
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Color scheme from a carpet 


Colors found in a carpet suggested a sharply contrasting color scheme fora 
bedroom. This is a step-by-step scheme, interesting because our toile 
drapery material, with its background tying in the lighter tone of the carpet, 
offered us bolder, more varied colors from which to carry on our color 
scheme. We chose the dominant blue for the walls. The light cedar tones of 
the plaid carpet and the walnut Provincial furniture influenced the choice of 
the fabric, and in turn the blues and greens of the fabric dictated the cooler 
colors of the room. 


Curtains, bed flounce, slipcover: Patterned toile fabric picks up the lighter 
shades in the carpet and brings into the scheme cool greens and blues. 


Bedspread: Light green found in the toile fabric. 


Walls: Blue (from the fabric) makes a striking contrast with the warm carpet 
and wood tones of the French Provincial furniture. 


Lamps: Help carry the contrasting wood tones to the walls.

A home is more than just a house. It includes also the 
yard and room for outdoor living which most of you are de- 
manding in your homes today. 

For that reason, a remodeling job shouldn’t stop at the 
walls of the house. Changes in the house often leave outdoor 
areas either poorly located in relation to the remodeled 
house, or else the planting looks weak and out of key with 
a house which has suddenly become more attractive. 

Mr. and Mrs. R. W. Scofield bought a broken-down 
house in New Canaan, Connecticut. They drew up their 
plans for making over the house and carried them out suc- 
cessfully.

The Scofields received unexpected help in their land- 
scaping.

The Scofield home shows what you can do when you re- 
model a home and yard at the same time. It’s a story that 
illustrates the broad and important principles that should go 
into every indoor-outdoor remodeling job. The principles 
are set forth in the photographs and on the plan.

You can do a lot with tulips 


From two-inch midgets to big beauties a yard tall, 


they come in all the rainbow colors — even green 


By Fleeta Brownell Woodroffe 


Pcie: your old “magic set” and the wonderfully 
colored brews you mixed? And the surprises, and the fun? 

Today you'll find there’s greater magic in tulips and even 
more gorgeous and beautiful colors packed away in their 
sleek brown bulbs. To work this new magic, think of the 
gayest flower colors and the prettiest combinations you ever 
yearned for. Then plant tulips to make your dreams come 
alive 

Tulips require a period of cold while they’re dormant and 
resting between shows. That means you plant soon, before 
freezing weather, then get your great display in the spring 
weeks of color if you know your tulips and plant early and 
late ones, and a lot of middle-betweens. 

Where do you want tulips in April? In May? Decide 
that—and I can tell you what to plant. 

Your big opportunity to surprise yourself, your family, 
and your neighbors with the earliest tulips in the neighbor- 
hood rests in those listed as species tulips. 

Even in this group there are earlier- and later-blooming 
kinds. So mind the E’s, M’s (midseason) and L’s you find in 


Did you know that... 


> You can grow tulips under deciduous trees 
where it’s too shady for bloom later— 


> Tulips must be planted in the late fall or in 
early winter 


> Plant food should be applied above the 
bulbs but not where it can touch them and be 
well watered in 


> Tulips do best in a loose, well-drained soil— 


> You can increase your plantings by lifting 
and dividing original bulbs when out of bloom— 


> If you water them early when buds are ris- 
ing, you'll get larger blooms and taller stems?

After the species tulips get well started at blooming, come 
the Single Earlies and Early Doubles which are much better 
known. Then, in a rush of colors both delicate and rich, 
come those classed as Dartwin, Lilv-flowered, Cottage, 
Breeder, Late Double, and Parrot. These names refer to 
flower forms as well as colors, and border lines between the 
classes are often indefinite. 


Settings are important. Where you plant your tulips, and 
with what, is as important as which you plant and the 
quality of the bulbs. A good succession of gay tulip colors 
six weeks or more—runs like this: 

Species tulips. The Waterlily tulips, Tulipa kaufmanniana, 
are dwarfs but the earliest of all to flower. They look both fit 
and pert snuggled in the lee of a rocky outcrop or close to 
low junipers or pines. The basic color is like good Jersey 
cream, but the outer petals are striped and splashed with 
red. The blooms open flat in the noonday sun to the great 
delight of winter-weary bees. Bright blue Siberian Scillas 
make fine neighbors, as do emerald mats of small Goldmoss, 
Sedum acre. Or plant these bulbs where their flowers will raise 
their brief inches from behind a healthy spread of lilac- 
tinted moss phlox. 

Fusilier, a selected variety of 7. praestans (at bottom of 
picture), grows from 6 to 10 inches tall with several pointed 
flowers to each stem. 7. fosteriana Princeps (pictured) and 
Red Emperor are magnificently scarlet and truly huge. 
These blaze away whether you plant them among rocks or 
close to a peony clump toward the front of a mixed border. 


Single Earlies. These are the tulips most often used for for- 
mal beds. The variety Keiserskroon stretches to 15 inches, 
is a bright red edged with clear yellow. Rising Sun—a fine 
golden yellow, General De Wet—soft orange with a stippled 
effect, and Pink Beauty—brilliant cherry-rose with white 
stripes, are some of the best. Surround with forget-me-nots 
and pansies that complement them—palest-yellow pansies 
with De Wet, light blues with Pink Beauty and carmine-red 
Prosperine. 


Double Earlies. These look like small peonies set down on 
short straight stems. Mr. Van der Hoef is a bright clean 
yellow, Vuurbaak and Scarlet Carnival excellent reds, 
Electra—deep rosy-violet.

llere’s how to wash im an automatic 


It takes only 5 minutes of your time to do a load in an 


automatic—and, besides, you can starch, bleach, or tint in it 


By Constance Quinn 
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e what does an automatic washer do? 
That’s simple. It does the hard work of 
washday. And what do you do? That’s 
simple, too. You set the dial, put in the 
clothes, and take them out later—clean 
and damp-dry. 

Of course, you follow the usual pro- 
cedure for mending, removing stains, and 
sorting before you start. It’s a good plan 
to sort clothes as they become soiled. The 
first pile that’s big enough gets washed. 
This way you need fewer clothes and linens 
—the ones you have are clean and ready 
to go, instead of spending time in the 
laundry hamper. 

Here’s how the washer does it for you 
automatically—step by step. 


Set dial. Washer fills with water of tem- 
perature you select. Water shuts off auto- 
matically. Several washers permit partial 
filling for small loads. Some washers open 
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at top; some at front. You put in detergent 
or soap, and clothes—about 8 or 9 pounds 
for most washers. Some take larger loads. 


Washing begins. You can adjust washing 
time to type of fabric and amount of soil. 
There are two types of washing action. 
One type washes by tumbling clothes in 
water. Others have an agitator that keeps 
water and clothes in motion. 


Water drains automatically when washing 
time is up. Some washers save suds in laun- 
dry tub—at end of cycle, you set dial and 
suds come back in washer for next load of 
clothes. 


Excess water is extracted. In most washers 
this is done by spinning perforated wash 
basket at high speed. Some washers spray 
fresh water over clothes during spinning 
to flush off surface suds and soil. One 


washer has heavy rubber-type tub which 
contracts to squeeze water from clothes 
after a vacuum is created inside. 


Clothes are rinsed. Clean water comes in 
automatically to rinse clothes. All washers 
have at least one deep rinse, some have 
more. Sometimes spray rinses follow. Usu- 
ally rinse water is lukewarm. One washer 
saves rinse water which can be brought 
back into wash basket to soak next load. 


Water drains after the rinses. Excess water 
is again extracted from clothes until they 
are damp-dry. Then washer shuts itself off. 
The complete job takes about 25 to 35 
minutes of washer’s time, but less than 5 
minutes of yours. 


Take out clothes. You step back into the 
picture to remove clothes. Although wash- 
ers are automatic, with [ Turn to page 167

Phere are few meats as easy to do 
to chef’s perfection as a big roast. 
Only follow a few simple rules. 
Place meat, fat side up, in an 
open roasting pan. It will baste it- 
self. Do not add water or sear the 
meat. Do not flour it. Roast in 
moderately slow oven (300° to 
350°). At this constant low tem- 
perature, you'll have less shrink- 
age, and your roast will be juicy. 
If you are puzzled whether to 
add salt first or last, here’s the 
answer. Research reports salt 


Rolled beef rib 


Place meat on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. Fat side should be 
up. This V-shaped rack allows cir- 
culation of heat all around the 
roast.

justify keeping a youngster home 
from school. They send him off to 
mix with his classmates—and an 
epidemic of measles may be started. 

School nurses attempt to dis- 
cover these incipient cases, and to 
send the youngster home. Too 
often, however, they don’t notice 
Billy’s symptoms before he has in- 
fected Freddie. 

Perhaps you have gone on the 
assumption that if an illness is seri- 
ous enough to warrant keeping 
your boy or girl home from school, 
there will be a rise in temperature. 
Unfortunately, fever is not an in- 
fallible guide. Often it does not 
develop until a youngster has in- 
fected others. 


= long should an ailing child 
be kept away from other children? 
Opinions vary, but not too widely. 
A youngster with cold symptoms 
usually gives ample evidence with- 
in 48 hours whether or not he 
actually has a cold. Or he will 
have developed other symptoms 
within that time if he has some- 
thing else. And, equally important, 
such an isolation period keeps him 
from spreading any infectious dis- 
ease when the danger of contagion 
is at its highest. Measles, whoop- 
ing cough, and other contagious 
diseases are usually controlled by 
quarantine. The quarantine is the 
minmum period for which your 
child must be isolated. Your doc- 
tor may lengthen the period if he 
thinks it advisable. 


The next time Susie or Johnny 
starts the day with a sniffle, a raw 
throat, or a nagging cough, don’t 
shrug it off as ‘“‘just a cold.”’ Re- 
member that these symptoms are a 
warning to watch your boy or girl 
carefully—and to safeguard other 
youngsters by keeping yours away 
from them. If you knew that this 
was a prelude to—let us say, mea- 
sles—would you send Johnny to 
school? Probably not. Yet the pro- 
tection of other people’s children 
and prevention of epidemics in 
your community depend to a large 
extent upon your handling of ap- 
parently minor conditions. 

You would not want to think 
that your boy or girl gave little 
Mary Williams the cold from 
which her pneumonia developed. 
Or that Eddie Johnson’s rheu- 
matic fever developed from a sore 
throat he caught from your Johnny.

ou can achieve the custom- 


made smartness of quilted slip- 
covers and bedspreads with your 
own sewing machine. It’s fun to do, 
and you'll be surprised how fast the 
work goes. 

Before you start, cut yvour ma- 
terial as required for the spread or 
slipcover you are making. Then 
decide on the quilting pattern 

A print material, such a 
floral, is loveliest if you first outline 


the main part of the design, then

S a iarge 


fill in the background with curli- 
cue quilting. This isn’t hard —just 
turn the fabric as vou stitch to 
make shapes like pieces of a jig- 
saw puzzle. The lines of stitching 
may cross once another or swirl in 
and out like a brook meandering 
to the river. 

If you’re using plain fabric, you 
will need a more definite design. 
There are many transier patterns 
available which can be ironed onto 
the right side of your material, then 
wiped away when the quilting is 
done. Or make up your own de- 
sign and apply it to your material 
with chalk or basting threads. 
(Pencil marks can be removed only 
by laundering.) 

Don’t feel yeu must choose an in- 
tricate pattern. This chair proves 
how attractive simple swirls can be. 


Next, combine vour three layers 
of material: backing (lining sateen, 
unbleached muslin, or an old 
sheet) on the bottom, then cotton 
quilt wadding, and finally your 
fabric for the finished side. Under 
layers may be cut to shape now 
from the same pattern you used 
for the top piece, or you may wait 
and trim away excess after the 
quilting has been done. Now baste 
all three lavers together at regular 
intervals. Basted together, the lay- 
ers will be easier to handle as you 
quilt—and you won’t have to 
worry about wrinkles. 

There! You’re ready to quilt 
the pattern you have marked. 
From here on quilting is as simple 


as sewing a seam. 





To make quilting even easier, 
you can buy a quilting at- 
tachment for less than a dollar. 
It has an arm that can be set 
to any width to keep each row 
of stitching an even distance 
from the last one. Ask your 
local sewing center for an at- 
tachment to fit vour make and 
model of machine.

Quilt it yourself 


Headboard slipcover—here’s 


Slip a quilted headboard cover 
over your bed—and make the bed 
a part of your color scheme. Quilt 
the material you used in your 
draperies. Or pick a plain fabric 
that echoes a color in the walls or 
rugs. Either way, choose washable, 
colorfast material 

You'll need enough material to 


cover both the front and back of 


the headboard, plus a long, nar- 
row boxing strip. For economy you 
may use lining sateen for the back 
side. It is better to have both sides 
alike, however, so the cover can be 
turned around when one side 
shows signs of soil or wear 

Your first step is to cut a paper 
pattern. If your headboard is re- 
movable, the job is easy. Lay it on 
a piece of wrapping paper and 
draw around the edge with a pencil 
or crayon. If the headboard is 
Stationary, use thumbtacks or 
gummed tape to hold paper in 
place while you draw the outline. 

Cut out the pattern, leaving 19- 
inch seam allowance on all sides. 
Both back and front pieces may 
be cut from this pattern. The 
front should be long enough to 
tuck behind the mattress, plus 19 
inches for hem. The back may be 
the same length, or may extend to 
the side rail, or even to the floor. 

If you have chosen a_ printed 
fabric, center the pattern on your 
material. If you are slipcovering a 
double bed, or if your material is 
narrow, you will have to piece the 
front panel. Use a full-width sec- 
tion in the center, then add equal 
side panels to give necessary width 

Next measure the 
your headboard, front to back, 
with a ruler. Add 1 inch (half at 
either edge) seam allowance, and 
you have the width of your boxing 
strip. Measure carefully 

To determine the length of the 
boxing strip, hold a tape measure

along the edge of your headboard. 
This strip will naturally have to be 
pieced from several strips of fabric. 
It is best to make piecing seams fall 
at corners or where the front panel 
of the headboard has been pieced. 

Now you are ready to quilt the 
front and probably the back of the 
cover. Do not quilt the 
strip. If the fabric is lightweight or 
ravels easily, cut an extra boxing 
strip of muslin. Baste this to the 
back of the boxing strip and handle

as a single piece. 

Baste welting or other trim 
around sides and top of both sec- 
tions. Then baste in boxing strip. 

At this stage, it is wise to slip the 
cover over your headboard for a 
last-minute fitting. If it pleases you, 
go ahead and stitch. Finish all bot- 
tom edges with a 1-inch seam,

Attached headboard. Leave a 
slit between the boxing strip and 
the lower end of the front panel to 
allow the cover to fit well down be- 
tween the mattress and the frame.

These might match the sateen lin- 
ing. Now try the cover on your 
basket and pin in the slide fastener 
so that it fits smoothly. (You'll 
need a slide fastener that is the 
same length as your slipcover. And 
be sure to get the kind that comes 
apart at the bottom.) 

lo prevent bulkiness, trim away 
4 inch of the cotton wadding that 
is exposed at either end. Sew the 
fastener firmly with two rows of 
machine stitching at each side 
That's all there is to it!

7. your rose order for fall or early spring de- 


livery —preferably fall delivery, even though 
you plant in spring. You will get freshly dug 
plants and they will likely be the best plants. 
Plan now where you want masses of color in 
your home grounds—in the flower border, in 
beds, at gates, fences, and driveways. Use flori- 
bunda roses for mass color effects, hybrid teas 
mainly for cutting, hardy bush roses for the 
border, and climbers for fences and trellises. 
Unfortunately, fall planting is not advisable 
in areas having rigorous climate (see map). 
Some folks may sueceed in those areas but many 
who try it lose too many plants 
Plants ordered and received this fall for early 
spring planting should be placed on their sides 
in a trench, completely covered with about 10 
inches of soil, and mulched after the ground 
freezes. They will come through the winter 100 
percent; lift and plant them in the spring. 
Every gardener, however, is urged to plant 
dormant roses in the fall where conditions per- 
mit. See map, which is a general guide. 


€ consider some advantages of fall planting. 
New roots develop and grow even though the 
tops are dormant. Root growth occurs even 
when the temperature is only a few degrees 


above freezing. Your plants will be partly es- 
tablished and ready to take off in the spring. And 
think of the satisfaction when spring comes of 
knowing that your roses are already planted. No 
waiting for the spring thaw or for plants to ar- 
rive. All these things speak loudly for planting 
in fall when fewer garden tasks call you. 

In very mild areas, plant in midwinter; if 
planted earlier, growth may start and be in- 
jured by cold weather. Try to get roses produced 
in your area for fall planting—they are likely to 
be better keyed to your own locality. 

Success with roses depends greatly on correct 
planting. See how to plant a rose on page 120.

In themselves, they're ample rea- 
son why today the doctor wants to 
see both partners of a barren mar- 
riage. But there are other reasons. 


( - is the comparative ease and 
certainty with which the fault, if it 
belongs to the husband, can be 
detected. There may be difficulty 
and considerable uncertainty when 
the trouble lies in the woman. 
Early examination of the husband 
may, therefore, save time, heart- 
ache, long treatment, and expense. 
It’s true, for example, that be- 
cause of faulty gland functioning, a 
woman may fail to ovulate or pro- 
duce an egg. Administering hor- 
mones may aid formation and 
discharge from the ovary of the egg, 
the first essential to conception. 
It’s also a fact that a common 
cause of infertility in women is 
closed tubes,which may be brought 
on by anything from an induced 


abortion to a prolonged fever or 
local infection. Then the egg can- 
not pass down to be fertilized. 
Several methods of treatment are 
available, including tubal insuffla- 
tion, in which the doctor forces air 
or oil through the tubes. 

In one woman, for example, 
closed tubes were traced to an op- 
eration for appendicitis 10 vears 
before. There had been some peri- 
tonitis which infected the tubes 
Treatment reopened them, and a 
vear later she had her first child. 


Bu there may be other difficul- 
ties not so easv to evaluate. While 
a doctor can put sperm cells under 
a microscope and study them, he 
cannot readily do that withanegg 
Only a few times in medical history 
have egg cells been recovered for 
laboratory study. And it is not 
enough, for instance, for a woman 
to produce an egg and for the egg 
to travel into the Fallopian tubes. 


After fertilization, it’s necessary for 
the egg to be received into the 
uterus and remain there. 

The point is not that nothing can 
be done when the trouble lies in 
the woman. But before long and 
expensive tests and therapies are 
tried, itis only logical to make sure 
that the husband may not be the 
cause. If he is, the tests and thera- 
pies on the woman are unnecessary. 

Sull another reason makes it 
important for both partners to 
consult the doctor. There is in- 
creasing recognition today that 
nervous tension may help to make 
a woman infertile.

F.. example, frequently, after 
long failure to produce a child, a 
couple give up hope, adopt one, 
and then, to their amazement, 
they succeed in producing one of 
their own. The reason: a decrease in 
nervous tension on the wife’s part.

Often, the intense desire of a 
woman to have a child may make 
her so tense that her uterus can’t 
get intothe state of relaxation need- 
ed if the pregnant egg is to imbed 
itself successfully. 


A seemingly healthy young wom- 
an, after four years of unsuccess- 
ful effort, consulted a doctor who 
found nothing physically wrong 
with her but did note that she was 
under intense nervous stress. Even 
before their marriage, her husband 
had emphasized his desire for chil- 
dren. He had hounded her about it 
ever since. 

When the doctor asked to see 
him, the husband sent word that 
there was nothing wrong with him. 
“Fix up my wife so we can have 
kids. Let’s cut the nonsense.” 

The doctor, a young and direct 
man, got angry. “Perhaps,” he 
told me, “I shouldn’t have done it. 
But I stopped by his office one day 
and told him off.” 


H. told him bluntly that there 
was nothing wrong with his wife, 
and that, even if nothing were 
physically wrong with him, he had 
by his attitude made pregnancy 
impossible. “Now,” finished the 
doctor, “I’ve told you the facts 
Do as you please, but don’t waste 
money on examinations of your 
wife.”” 

Some days later, the husband 
showed up at the doctor’s office, 
begged for a fuller explanation. 
He promised to stop his demands 
upon his wife and to calm down. 
Within a year, the wife was preg- 
nant. 

Even when the husband may 
not be causing the tension, he can 
help to relieve it by his recognition 
of psychological factors, his under- 
standing reassurance of his wife.

Finally, it pays for both partners 
to consult a doctor because both 
may be at fault. Fertility is relative, 
not absolute, except in the few 
people where a basic abnormality 
prevents production olf sperm or 
egg.

to the other partner. An individual 
with a low fertility index mated to 
one with a relatively high index 
may be capable of conception. 
Two individuals with low indices 
may not. Napoleon and Josephine 
could not jointly produce a child. 
Yet, when each was mated with 
another, children resulted. 

Animal studies, too, have shown 
that a slight decrease in fertility 
in one partner may so multiply a 
similar decrease in the other that 
their union is unproductive. The 
reverse can be true, too, and cor- 
rections of slight defects in one may 
be enough to produce a child. 


After exgmining both partners 
in a marriage in which the hus- 
band’s fertility was lower than nor- 
mal, the doctor suggested that, 
prior to intercourse, the wife 
douche with a solution containing 
glucose to give the weakened sperm 
sugar to feed on and an alkaline 
environment. It worked. 

Apparently healthy, one child- 
less woman was found to have local 
acidity. Her husband had infected 
teeth. They had children after 
these conditions were cleared up. 

Another couple, both greatly 
overweight, finally consulted a 
doctor after six years of childless 
marriage. They were given thy- 
roid and put on a careful diet. In 
four months the woman lost 30 
pounds, the husband 23. Before 
long, a child was conceived. 


Hee is the routine used by one 
specialist in treating cases of infer- 
tility. It is pretty typical of what 
good doctors are doing everywhere. 
The doctor makes a general ex- 
amination of both husband and 
wife, then talks to each separately. 
In the course of the talks, he may 
get a helpful clue. If, for example, 
he uncovers a long history of too- 
frequent intercourse, he may try to 
correct this before going further. 
Usually, however, it is necessary 
to proceed further. And the next 
step is to study the sperm. If the 
husband’s sperms are healthy and 
sufficient in quantity, the doctor 
will then test the wife. Are her 
ovaries forming egg cells? Micro-

Know Vour abrasives 


oxide or silicon carbide, but it has good polishing quali- 
ties. Use it for dressing up lightly rusted garden tools. 

Whatever type of abrasive paper or cloth you select, 
you'll probably buy it in standard 9x11 sheets. For most 
work, you'll need only a quarter of a sheet at a time, neld 
over a small block of wood that fits into your hand. 

You can tear the thin, fine-grained papers along the 
edge of a ruler. To cut coarse-grit paper, fold it sharply 
over a ruler, the abrasive side out, then slit along the 
crease with an old knife. If you are using abrasive cloth, 
you'll find you can tear it along a straight line. 

If you own almost any power tool, chances are you'll 
find forms of sandpaper to fit it. There are abrasive 
discs, belts, strips, cylinders, cones, and other forms 


Powdered abrasives, such as powdered pumice, are 


good for toning down the luster of finishes that are too 
glossy. Rottenstone, finer grained than pumice, does 
the same kind of work to produce the satiny finish you 
see on fine furniture. For everyday flattening of gloss, 
you can use fine steel wool. 

The photographs show the best ways to put these 
various abrasives to use. Look the pictures over, choose 
the right abrasive for the job you have to do, and then 
all you'll need is a little elbow grease.

Sanding metal. To remove rust 
or peeling paint from such 
things as metal lawn furniture 
or yard tools, use aluminum 
oxide paper or cloth. If rusty 
part is round, shoeshine meth- 
od shown speeds the job. Use 
successively finer grits. If some 
of the paint is to be left on, 
bevel sanded area smoothly 
into paint area. Emery cloth 
may be used, but doesn't cut 
as fast and is better suited to 
metal polishing (not silver) 


Lapping metal parts. Metal 
parts that fit too tightly often 
may be freed by lapping. 
Spread a grinding compound 
(like that used on auto valves) 
on the parts, and work them to- 
gether. The compound cuts 
away enough metal to give an 
easy working fit. You can use 
this method on such things as a 
stiff hinge, but don't try it on 
machinery unless you've had 
some experience. Wash off 
compound thoroughly when 
the job is done, to stop action

Sanding carvings. The abrasives with 
cloth backing are handy because they 
do not tear when sharply creased 
To reach bottom of a deep cut in 
carved work, fold abrasive cloth over 
a sharpened stick. Hold stick like a 
pencil, and work it along surfaces to 
be sanded. Use fine grit, and don't 
sand away any wood unless you want 
to change lines of original carving 


Tight edge fit. For close fit between 
two boards, as for edge gluing, fold 
a piece of garnet paper with business 
side out. Slide it between boards at 
high spots. Suit grit size to amount 
of wood to be removed. Keep the pa- 
per vertical. Hold boards by hand, or 
rest one against the baseboard of a 
wall and hold the other against it. 
Place a few blocks under boards to 
allow the paper to extend all the way 
through the joint between the boards 


Steel wool and paint remover. When 
you use a paint remover on soft 
wood, and finish the job with a scrap- 
er or putty knife, there's a chance you 
might dig in and scar the wood. Take 
advantage of the scraping action of 
steel wool to avoid such damage. 
You can buy it in several grades of 
coarseness; No. 3 steel wool in pad 
form, as pictured, is good for remov- 
ing paint. A finer grade works best 
for stripping off old varnish, however

scopic examination of a tiny por- 
tion of the lining of the uterus will 
show this. Are her tubes open? 
Another test determines this. 

If such tests show both husband 
and wife functionally sound, it may 


be a question of proper spacing of 


coitus. Many couples time their 
intercourse so it occurs shortly be- 
fore or immediately after the men- 
strual period, when, although a 
woman’s sexual desire is strongest, 
she is usually sterile. 

The average woman with a 28- 
day menstrual cycle, one expert 
recently announced, is most fertile 
on the 11th, 12th, and 13th days 
after menstruation has begun, 
while women with 24- to 35-day 
cycles are most fertile from the 
9th to 19th day. 


B.. ause the period of maximum 
fertility may not, however, come 
regularly each month, tests may be 
made to determine it accurately 
and provide optimum opportunity 
for conception. One test is a va- 
ginal smear which the wife makes 
daily. It may be supplemented by 
a temperature record from which 
the doctor makes a graph showing 
the period of ovulation when con- 
ception is possible. Another recent- 
ly developed test consists of inject- 
ing the woman’s urine into rats 
daily to determine ovulation time. 

There are, of course, still other 
factors which may have to be con- 
sidered. New ones are being un- 
covered all the time. Recently, it 
has been discovered that before the 
egg can be pierced by sperm, a 
sticky outer mass must be removed.

hyaluronidase, a substance in the 
male semen, which liquefies the 
mass without harming the egg. 

One doctor has reported a tech- 
nique for placing pure hyaluroni- 
dase in the cervix shortly before 
coitus. He tried it on 102 women. 
It was successful in 33 of them 

Just this year has come another 
potentially important develop- 
ment. Dr. C. H. Li, University of 
California’s noted biologist, has 
isolated, in pure form, for the first 
time, a hormone believed to play a 
vital role in the fertility of both men 
and women. The hormone is called 
FSH (short for “‘follicle-stimulating 
hormone’’). In men, it may stimu- 
late the sperm-producing tubules 
and, in women, the growth of the 
ovarian follicles, making ovulation 
possible. Isolated from the pitui- 
tary glands of sheep, FSH is getting 
further trials in animals before it is 
ready for test on humans. There 
are those who believe that it can 
open up great new possibilities in 
improving fertility. 


- in normal couples, a recent 
study has shown, the risk of failure 
to conceive is surprisingly high. In 
the age period between 20 to 29, 
the average fertile husband and 
wife may have to mate 202 times or 
more to achieve conception. In the 
30 to 39 age group, 290 matings 
may occur before one results in 
pregnancy. And between 40 and 
49, the figure rises to 1,434 times 

It is amazing that with the nat- 
ural hazards, we have as many 
children as we do. Additional haz- 
ards are provided by the complex- 
ity ol our reproduc tuve systems and 
the many factors that can go 
wrong.

Rescue your worn rig 


with iron-on binding 


By Theresa Knapp 


. 2 don’t have to throw away your rug just be- 
cause some of it has been worn bare. Iron-on bind- 
ing, available in 1144- or 24-inch widths at most 
department stores, makes it possible for you to use 
the good pieces as smaller rugs. Just cut the rug, 
shave the pile from the edge, and iron on the bind- 
ing. You can dress up the rug—and make it larger 

with an edging of upholstery fringe double- 
stitched through the binding. 

If you plan your cutting carefully, you'll be 
amazed how much of the worn rug you can rescue. 
These step-by-step pictures will show you how to 
go about using the binding yourself. 


Draw a paper pattern. Make a scale diagram of the old rug 
on squared-off paper. Then, on a second sheet of squared 
paper, draw scale models of the small rugs you want to make. 
Cut out the models of the small rugs and lay them on the 
first sheet. Juggle the small rugs around for best results— 
but be careful to avoid placing them over worn spots in the 
old rug. When you have decided the most economical way to 
cut the old rug, paste the small rug models in place on the 
diagram of the old rug.

Yin. boy or girl was born with the fresh and 
curious eye of an explorer. From the beginning 
he reached out to touch, to see, to hear, to 
smell, to taste his world! 

You want him to keep that interest in the 
world when he grows older, that ability to live 
through all five senses. But do you treat him as 
though he were a young Columbus? Do you en- 
courage a zest for living? Do you help his senses 
come alive? 

Probably not. You pull him squirming to your 
knee, point to a picture in a book, and say, 
““Now, Charlie, what’s that?” 

What’s that?... what’s that? ... what’s that? 

page after page. And if Charlie tries to 
wiggle away from this secondhand view of life, 
you worry lest he isn’t very bright. 

Oh, throw down that picture book! Take 
Charlie by the hand and walk outdoors. Are the 
leaves red and golden? Let them rustle through 
Charlie’s fingers. Is the wind blowing? Show him 
how it makes the trees wave and bow and seem 
to say, ““We’re having a lovely time!” 

Poets and artists—and explorers—keep the 
eyes of childhood. That’s their secret. Walt 
Whitman ran his fingers through the grass and 
saw it as the “‘beautiful uncut hair of graves.” 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, observing the ‘‘woods, 
this autumn day, that ache and sag and all but 
cry with colour,” exclaimed, ““Oh, world, I 
cannot hold thee close enough!” 


Wat will happen to the explorer, the poet, 
the artist in your boy or girl? That depends on 
you. 

When he’s old enough to hear stories about 
animals, you read the story of Red Riding Hood 
to him. 

““What’s a forest?”’ says Charlie. 

‘A lot of trees,” you say, “‘like this.”” And you 
show Charlie a picture of a lot of trees. 

But can a picture tell Charlie how pine needles 
feel under his feet? Or how shadowy a forest is, 
or how silent? 

“‘What’s a wolf?” says Charlie. 

Then do you take Charlie to the zoo and let 


him look directly into the sly, yellow eyes that 
deceived Red Riding Hood? 

No. “A wolf is a wild animal,”’ you say, show- 
ing him that picture of a sharp face. 

Where’s the emotional impact? And if there is 
none, what does the story mean? Nothing. 

But how should you teach your youngster? 
He is an explorer. You must be one, too. Look 
at every common thing as though you’d never 
seen it before. 

Suppose your Pat is 2, the age of touch, and of 
incessant motion. “Wanna go bus ride!” she 
says over and over. She loves to be on the move, 
and together you are explorers. In the primitive 
state, Pat sees, smells, hears, tastes, and oh, she 
touches—just for the pure joy of it, without 
curiosity and without thinking what it means. 


As you stand on the corner waiting for the bus 
to lumber into sight, hold her in your arms and 
point down the road. “Watch! It’s coming any 
minute!’ Her whole attention is screwed to the 
spot. 

“Listen!” you say. And finally there is the 
puff and snort of an exhaust and a shifting gear. 
Pat’s face crinkles with delight. 

‘“*Here it comes! Oh, how big! And green!” 
you say. Pat’s eyes sparkle. She claps her hands. 
Her mouth is a round ecstatic OH! As you keep 
pointing out each detail, she feels the experience 
with all five senses. Without knowing it, she is 
storing up memories of these details all tinged 
with happy emotion. 

The door opens as the big, green bus puffs to a 
stop. Pat flings out her hand to touch it. You lift 
her inside to sit on a front seat, and Pat smoothes 
her finger over the brown leather.

The feel of movement, the rushing wind, the 
sight of a flag flying, drifting leaves. . . point out 
each detail, though you have done it many 
times before.

Pretty, practical 


An expert shows you how he got it 


Wien Mrs. Francis Keran, Berkeley, California, 
planned the redecorating of her bedroom, she asked in- 
terior designer Klaus Pfeffer to give her a room that was 
practical and pretty. How he attacked the problem and 
got the effect Mrs. Keran wanted may serve you in good 
stead when you are redecorating a bedroom.

Most lower-priced saws have tilting tables for bevel 
cutting. But a few of them, and nearly all of the higher- 
priced saws, have tilting arbors. In that type, the blade 
pivots and locks at any angle from vertical to 45 degrees. 

For long, ripping cuts, the circular saw has a blade 
guard. Usually it’s a basketlike device that keeps the 
blade covered while work slides beneath. A thin “splitter” 
behind guard holds the cut open so the blade won’t bind. 

Also primarily for ripping long boards is the fence, a 
long, rigid guide parallel to the blade. Boards slide along 
this fence, which can be set to produce any width of cut 
within the limitations of the saw. 

Crosscutting and mitering are done with the aid of the 
sliding miter gauge, usually with the fence and the blade 
guard removed 

Besides the more common bench and floor saws, there 
are special types—swing saws, cutoff saws, power hand 
saws, radial-arm saws, and sliding-table saws. But you'll 
probably become interested in these only after you are 
familiar with the kind shown in the photographs.

For answers to some of your 
questions on automatic washers, 
see below. 


What clothes are washable 
in an automatic? 


Usually clothes washable in a 
conventional washer can be washed 
in your automatic. Read labels 
and directions which come with 
garments and household furnish- 
ings to see if they are washable. 
And hold onto these informative 
labels until you have washed the 
article. For ravons, nylons, and 
silks, use lukewarm water and a 
mild detergent. Wash only 3 to 5 
minutes. Go easy with woolens. 
Too much agitation or tumbling 
mats and shrinks them. Two or 
3 minutes is plenty. If clothes are 
badly soiled, loosen soil first by 
soaking in lukewarm water for 
about 5 minutes. Rinse in water the 
same temperature as the suds. If 


water is hard, use water condi- 
tioner or soften it before you add 
the soap. It’s just as important to 
have the rinse water soft, too. 
Acommon fault is to use too little 
detergent. Check washer instruc- 
uons for specific amount to use. 


W hat detergent shall I use 


for the family wash? 


Many automatic washer manu- 
facturers recommend the use of an 
all-purpose synthetic detergent. 
For cylinder-type washers a non- 
sudsing detergent is usually the 
type recommended. Either sudsing 
on nonsudsing detergents can be 
used successfully in agitator-type 
washers. These detergents are on the 
shelf at your grocer’s, in house- 
wares departments, or appliance 
dealer’s. You can also use regular

washing soaps. If the water’s hard, 
add a water conditioner or softener. 


What is the best way to keep 
white cottons and linens white? 

You need three things—hot wa- 
ter, a good all-purpose synthetic 
detergent or soap, and lively water 
action. In addition, you may also 
want to bleach or blue the clothes 
All this you can do in your auto- 
matic washer. 

Set washer temperature coatrol 
dial on “hot.” You can use water 
as hot as it comes from the water 
heater, because you don’t have to 
put your hands in it. To make sure 
you have hot water in the tank, 
turn the heater thermostat up to 
150° about an hour before vou 
start. Don’t put in too many large 
pieces or crowd the washer. Clothes 
should turn over freely in the water 
in order to get clean 

If clothes are stained or have a 
vellow tinge, add a_ household 
bleach to wash water. Some stains 
may need special treatment. If you 
save suds for washing colored 
clothes or when only a few pieces 
need bleaching, treat’ them in a 
separate tub for about 15 minutes 
before putting them in the washer 
Follow manufacturer’s directions 
for the amount to use 

You may add flake bluing to 
wash water at the start. No more 
attention is needed. Or you may 
use liquid bluing: Dilute it by add- 
ing | tablespoon bluing to a quart 
of water; pour into deep 
Tablet bluing should be tho: 

lv dissolved in warm water belore 
adding to the rinse.

How do I wash clothes with 
heavily soiled areas? 


Embedded soil on collars and 
cuffs needs extra attention. Rub 
gently with soft brush or cloth, and 
sudsy water. Then put in the wash- 
er with other clothes which require 
the same washing time and tem- 
perature as badly soiled ones 


How do IT wash play and work 
clothes? 

First shake out loose dirt. For 
most of your laundry, soaking is 
not necessary; but work clothes are 
often an exception. To soak clothes, 
fill washer with warm water. Drop 
in clothes and soak about 15 min- 
utes. Then drain, spin out excess 
water, and run through regular 
wash cycle. Some washers have an 
automatic soak period as part of 
the cycle. If clothes are heavily 
soiled, a second sudsing may be 
necessary. In many washers this is 
possible by shifting the dial by 
hand. 


What do I need to know about 
washing rugs and other large 
articles? 

Large single items such as rugs 
and bedspreads can be washed, 
but be sure to distribute the load 
evenly if using an agitator-type 
washer. Otherwise, it may bunch 
on one side and cause vibration 
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during spinning. Some washers 
have automatic shutoff switches 
which stop the washer if the load 
becomes unbalanced. Then all you 
do is redistribute the load and start 
the machine again. It will go on 
where it left off. 


How do I starch clothes when I 
wash in an automatic? 

If you wish to give a light all- 
over crispness to an entire load of 
clothes, add starch to a deep rinse. 
This is handy for curtains, dra- 
peries, slipcovers, and other bulky 
items which are clumsy to starch 
by hand. Use this method also if 
you have a number of dresses and 
aprons. To be evenly starched, 
clothes must agitate in the starch 
solution. 


Can I tint fabrics in my washer? 
Yes. You'll find it handy for 
bulky items such as curtains, dra- 
peries, cotton rugs, and slipcove 
Start with clean fabric, and be sure 
itis washable. Don’t put more than 
one garment, one pair of draperies, 
or one rug in at a time. (Fabric 
should be wet.) Set dial at begin- 
ning of the cycle and fill washer 
with hot water. Add dye which has

been dissolved in 1 quart of hot wa- 
ter.

In case 
you get dye on the outside of the 
washer, wipe it off right away to 
avoid staining. 


HW hat care does my washer need? 

After use, wipe outside of washer 
with damp cloth. Occasionally go 
over washer with paste wax or ap- 
pliance polish. During the usual 
family laundry the washer will 
clean itself inside if you use a 
synthetic detergent. But there are 
a few times when you need to give 
it a special cleaning. If you starch 
in the washer, flush washer out 
with warm water at once before 
any starch has dried in the wash 
basket or hoses. After washing non- 
colorfast or greasy clothes, or tint- 
ing fabrics in the washer, add de- 
tergent or water conditioner and 
let the washer go through one 
complete cycle. After you finish 
washing each time, wipe out the 
inside with a dry cloth and leave 
cover open so parts will dry. Turn 
off cold and hot water faucets to 
relieve pressure in hoses.

Leadership in human affairs 7s something to be won- 
dered at. It’s often attributed to certain personal qualities. 
To pin down these qualities, [ once spent hours with the 
literature on the subject compiling: a list of alleged necessary 
traits, qualifications, and secrets. That is, I kept the list 
until it got so long (nearly 100 items) and so contradictory 
that it was useless. No mortal could possess a/l the recom- 
mended virtues or follow all the recommended practices. 
Besides, there was the disconcerting historical fact that all 
kinds of people—bishops and pirates, stoics and orators, 
illiterates and scholars——have led, and led successfully. 

It was a relief when I came to one author who admitted, 
“The only sure rule about leadership seems to be that there 
are no rules.” 

It happens, however, that psychologists who have been 
studying leadership in actual communities have come up 
with useful observations. 

To begin with, they say it isn’t true that the leader is 
someone with inborn, self-propelling traits that will raise 
him to the top, come what may. He does not suddenly ap- 
pear out of nowhere. He is produced out of social situations 
as an answer to social needs. He varies as the needs and 
situations vary. 

The typical leader is not elevated as if by supernatural 
powers, like Joan of Arc, nor because of the charms or

To join with others is only the 
first step. A leader must not only 
belong; he must contribute. 

Get this over to your children, 
into their heads, into their be- 
havior, and you will have got 
their hands on the basic stuff of 
leadership.

thing is the simple precept, “If 
you are not interested in the group, 
the group is not interested in you.” 

It is right here that most of us 
stumble. We adults shun or slight 
responsibility, and our impatient 
youngsters overlook it. We beg off 
on committee appointments, look 
the other way when the chairman 
calls for volunteers. The boy day- 
dreams of becoming quarterback, 
pitcher, and captain of the team 
without the hard grind of training.

And where can they acquire this 
sort of responsibility?

finding out from the framing its history and possibilities. 
Two things were revealed. 

One was that a drawback of the location—lack of trees 
close to the house—had allowed the sun to keep the roof 
and the timbers in excellent condition. 

Also, we discovered from the roof framing that the 
house had originally been an early-American salt-box 
type, remodeled into the two-story house we bought, and 
that its original lines could be restored economically. 


y bring back the charm of the sloping rear roof, we 
had to cut three dormers, but we gained under-eaves 
storage space. 

Another detail of the house’s construction worked to 
our advantage: The walls were of plank, covered by the 
original plaster. Window casings projected into the 
rooms. When we put in new windows, we furred out the 
walls inside flush with the casings, and filled the furred 
space with insulating material. 

It paid us well in comfort and attractiveness, we found, 
to look beneath the surface of our house before we re- 
modeled: We put to good use what we found there. 


UNDER THE ROOF on the north side of the old farmhouse 
were rafters indicating that the original house had been of the 
early-day salt-box type; later remodeled into a two-story 


WE FOUND that by extending the north roof at a slightly gentler 
angle, and by cutting three dormers through the roof, we could convert 
the house back to its original salt-box design. We turned the old garage 
at right angles, and made it into a guest house. It is joined to the main 
house by a breezeway that gives us a place for meals out of doors

Research institutions and mass-build- 


ers are developing methods and mate- 


rials to make your new home better 


to live in, but less costly to construct

H.. can you get more house for less money? 


That question, in one form or another, at this mo- 
ment is on architects’ drawing boards, engineers’ 
slide rules, and businessmen’s calculating machines. 

Thousands of answers have been proposed in the 
past few years—large businesses have been formed be- 
cause the organizers thought they knew the solution, 
or at least enough of it to make their businesses pay. 
Some have had an answer; some have failed 

Throughout the United States, large-scale operators 
are demonstrating that new methods can be used to 
build sound houses. And in doing so, they're showing 
builders in your city how to cut waste of both mate- 
rials and labor. 

Individual research institutions, like the Small 
Homes Council at the University of Illinois, have come 
up with their own answers. Some of those, too, are 
filtering down to the contractors. 

But so far, no one has shouted “this is it’—and 
stopped. Mass home-builders still are employing re- 


searchers; the Small Homes Turn to next page

Council and similar institutions still are experimenting with 
modular construction, heating systems, and new building 
methods. That’s the encouraging note—that ‘“‘low cost” is 
just as much a part of building specifications today as are 
details of cabinetwork and framing. 


~ 
For centuries, houses have been built like ships—individual- 
ly designed and constructed. And that type of construction 
takes money. In the pressure to house America’s families 
following the war, big builders worked out hundreds of ways 
of cutting costs. Most of them relied on prefabrication 
either of entire houses or parts of them—to reduce their 
building expenses 

But the big builders, and the independent researchers, 
didn’t stop with prefabrication. The field of building ma- 
terials has been examined carefully in the search for the 
easy-to-assemble, the economical. The house structure it- 
self—even financing—has been analyzed in the search for 
economical methods 

The Small Homes Council, for instance, has worked on a 
roof-truss method of building. The Council erected the ex- 
terior walls of a house, swung up sections of truss, joined 
them, put up the ceiling, laid the subfloor and finished floor. 
Then they put up the interior partitions. At the cost of a 
little more material, they saved whole man-days of labor. 

The Council also has found that by cutting every piece of 
lumber before assembly, idle man-hours can be cut a full 
third. Another 25 man-hours were saved by assembling wall 
sections and raising them in one piece.

They also learned the value of plumbing assemblies, mov- 
able jigs, glued wall assemblies, and the packaged mortgage, 
which includes necessities like kitchen appliances. And the 
houses they have built with those methods are sturdy and 
attractive. 

On page 192 you'll find descriptions and pictures of 
houses produced of materials and techniques that were only 
designers’ dim visions 10 years ago. They are typical of the 
work being done by mass-builders and prefabricators. Look 
them over, for large-scale builders constructed them in the 
way that your new home may—in part at least—be built.

The 
lace is available in 3- and 5-inch widths and in eight different colors 


Oblong lace place mat. Mat 
measures 29x17 inches, uses 324 
yards of 4-inch nylon lace. Cut two 
strips 20 inches long for center of 
mat; join by overcasting length- 
wise. For outer edges of mat, cut 
two strips 29 inches long. Overcast 
onto center block. Cut two 17- 
inch strips for ends of mat; over- 
cast to place mat. Miter corners 
with overcast stitch. 


Triangular lace place mat. Mat 
is 39 inches at bottom and 31 inches 
on sides, uses 6 yards of 2-inch 
nylon lace. For center of triangle, 
cut four strips of lace as follows 
first strip 18 inches, second 13 
inches, third 8 inches, fourth 4 
inches. Overcast together in tri- 
angular form. (See picture above.) 
Trim sides to form triangle 18 


inches on bottom and 13 inches on 
sides. Enclose center triangle by 
overcasting a 28-inch strip of lace 
at bottom and 22-inch strips on the 
sides. Miter corners. Overcast 
three more strips on triangle, the 
bottom 39 inches and sides 31 
inches. You can combine two 
colors in place mat, using one 
color for inner triangle and a 
harmonizing color outside. 


Round lace place mat. Mat uses 
5 yards of 2-inch lace in four con- 
centric circles. For inner circle, 
dart an 18-inch strip evenly; fasten 
center firmly.

Box pillows: You'll need 1!4 
yards 36-inch-wide felt, pillow 
ticking, or heavy muslin for pil- 
lows; the same amount of plastic 
material or washable cotton for 
pillow covers; and feathers or cot- 
ton for stuffing. 

Fold selvages of 36-inch-wide 
felt, ticking, or muslin together. 
Cut across double-thickness ma- 
terial 22 inches from one end, then 
cut down fold of this 22-inch sec- 
tion. This makes four pieces 11x18 
inches, which will form fronts and 
backs of two pillows. 

Cut remaining material in three 
equal lengths, which makes three 
7x36-inch strips. Cut one of these 
strips in two 18-inch lengths. Sew 
36-inch and 18-inch strips to- 
gether to give you two 54-inch 
strips. These will be inset pieces 
between pillow fronts and backs, 
to make pillows box-shaped

For the mitt, you will need 
an 18x3l-inch asbestos-material 
dish towel, with the same size 
pieces of cotton padding and light- 
weight lining material. 

To make mitt: Place cotton pad- 
ding between asbestos material and 
lining, and quilt on the sewing ma- 
chine. Draw pattern by outlining 
right hand on double-thickness 
paper and sketching flare around 
wrist. Cut pattern 4 inch larger all 
the way around to allow for seam. 
You have two identical patterns for 
front and back of mitt. Place on 
padded material and cut out.

Cut 
flower from edge of figured apron 
chintz and appliqué onto mitt 
back 

For apron skirt, cut 25-inch-long 
strip from full width of 36-inch 
figured chintz material. Hem down 
each side and across one end.

For waistband, cut two 4!4-inch 
strips from full width of 36-inch 
solid-color chintz. Piece together 
to make 71-inch-long strip. 

Draw gathered skirt top to 18- 
inch width. Place center right side 
of waistband at center right side 
of apron top, and pin in place. 
Join edge of band to skirt top in a 
seam, letting sash ends extend on 
each side. Turn half of band to 
wrong side, and hem by hand over 
seam. Hem sash sides and ends. 

Cut 6-inch figured chintz square 
for pocket. Bind one side with solid- 
color chintz to form pocket top;

Cock place mat: Make from piece 
of bright solid-color butchers’ linen 
15x17 inches. Pull threads in edge 
to make fringed trim.

Cut 
slit in tail, and buttonhole-stitch 
the edges. 

Fringe 6-inch square of white 
butchers’ linen to make napkin,

Butterfly place mat: Make the 
mat from organdy piece 15x22 
inches. Cut scalloped ends, turn 
onto right side of mat, and hand- 
hem in appliqué fashion. Hem two 
long sides of mat.

Tack onto mat down 
center of bodies so that wings will 
flutter. Or appliqué in place.

What a report card 


Does it help you help your boy or girl? Or 
does it merely show how smart or dull he 


is compared to the rest of his classmates? 


| ae back to your own school days, do you remember 
how you felt when you brought your report card home? If 
your marks were high, were you elated, expecting praise, 
and disappointed if your parents did not give it? If your 
marks were low, did you drag home from school slowly, 
afraid of a scolding or punishment? 

Your youngster reacts the same way you did. Children 
worry about grades. But they should not have to be afraid 
or ashamed to bring their report cards home. 

The way your boy or girl feels about his report card, and 
its effect on his personality and future, depends largely 
upon you. 

Do you scold him, order him to work harder, deprive him 
of things he enjoys if his report card disappoints you? 

What’s the effect of such punishment? It makes him un- 
happy. He promises to work harder. For a few days he may 
keep his nose to the grindstone. Then comes a relapse, and 
his next report card is little better. “I feel like trying for a 
little while,” one boy said, “but the urge usually dies out in 
a week or two.” 


Man; youngsters, however, have testified to the good 
effect of praise and encouragement. ‘When my mother and 
father praise me,’ one boy said, “I feel happy and ambi- 
tious and all pepped up to begin studying right away.” 
Another child says, “My parents never punish me even if 
my marks are poor because they don’t think you should be 
punished if vou’re really trving.”” 

All studies on this subject agree that praise is more effec- 
tive than blame. Yet, even when a youngster is doing his 
best, the only comment some parents make is to tell him to 
do better. 

If we were to arrange parents’ responses to children’s re- 
port cards on a scale from the worst to the best, they would 
fall into a list something like this: 

1. Severe punishment for bringing home failing marks, 
even though a boy or girl has been trying [Turn to page 204

This kind of mark does not tell 
you whether he is doing the best 
he can. A mark of B may be low 
for a bright child, very high for 
one of less ability. Recognizing this, 
some teachers add comments on 
the report, indicating whether the 
marks are high or low for a par- 
ticular child. 


Orther schools mark on/y in terms 
of ability; a student will get A if he 
does his best, regardless of whether 
or not others in the class do better 
work. This kind of report is more 
encouraging to the less brilliant 
child, and it stimulates the really 
bright youngster to work up to 
capacity. A few schools have a 
dual marking system: In one col- 
umn they show how the child 
stands in his grade; in the other 
column they show how he is doing 
in relation to his ability. 

Since you are interested in the 
all-around development of your 
boys and girls, your school should 
report more than mere marks. A 
school should give vou some indi- 
cation of your voungster’s im- 
provement in health, study habits, 
and growth toward maturity. 


Les seldom, though, that any 
report card can tell you exactly 
what—if anything—is wrong. All 
it tells you is that vour child is low 
in this or that and he should try 
harder. If the report includes an 
analysis of each subject, showing 
whether your child is weak in vo- 
cabularv or reading, written or 
oral work, reasoning or computa- 
tion, then you have something spe- 
cific to work on. 

Instead of putting this kind of in- 
formation on a report card, some 
schools provide conferences be- 
tween parents and teachers. This 
is the best plan of all. 

Perhaps vour boy or girl goes toa 
school that issues no report cards. 
Ihe theories behind this policy are 
that marks are not 
incentives and that if a pupil be- 
comes interested in a subject and 
develops a sense of responsibility, 
he'll work harder than justenough 
to pass.

Tre newest development of all is 
to have students write their own 
reports. The teacher then talks the 
report card over with each one and 
adds suggestions before the report 
hus each youngster 
becomes more aware of his goals 
and better able to judge himself. 
This shift of responsibility is of 
great importance. It implies a dif- 
ferent approach to report cards. In 
the past, you were supposed to be 
responsible for making your young- 
ster do better next time. That 
meant lecturing, scolding, threat- 
taking away things that 
give pleasure to a boy or girl. 
One mother used the better ap- 
proach: Her child wrote, “I knew 
I should have had higher marks. 
My mother asked me if my report 
card was good. Because my mother 
can be understanding, | told her 
just what I thought about it. She 
looked it over carefully. Then she 
looked at me and said, ‘How do 
you think you can do better next 
time?’ She signed it and gave it 
back to me. I went to my room 
and thought about it.

tains dependable usefulness and 
loyalty in your family group, he 
will adapt himself more readily to 
bigger groups: the neighborhood, 
the nation, and the world. 


The leader persuades 
As a boy I belonged to a chapter 


of the Knights of the Round Table. 
We had tides, paraphernalia, won- 


derful hocus-pocus in the way of 


ritual. But we had no castle, no 
clubhouse. One of our members 
Sir Gawaine—proposed that we 
try to wangle the use of an aban- 
doned warehouse. The owner was 
the town grouch. He hated boys. 
But Sir Gawaine was persistent. 
With two other knights, he ap- 
proached the man—without suc- 
cess 

Sir Gawaine refused disappoint- 
ment.

Some of the 
most friendly subjects in = my 
study have been rejected by their 
associates. . The trouble with 
such children, and with adults, is 
that they are not person- 
alities. A person to be gen- 
uinely popular (a leader) must 
make himself count for something.” 

We are by now in a position to 
venture a guess about Junior and 
Mildred Allison. They could chum 
with others on friendly terms and 
liked using them as an apprecia- 
tive audience. But beyond that,

I; you want your boy or girl to 
be a leader, you will help him de- 
velop more than social grace.

V.. put up with stiff, ungainly side chairs? You can make 


them more comfortable and more attractive with padded 
slipcovers. The kind of wadding you use for quilts provides 
the padding. A few yards of material will make the covers. 
Here are step-by-step directions for covering the back 
and the seat of the chair. Directions are separated so they'll 
be easy for you to follow. Actually, you may want to pattern 
and cut the back cover and seat pad at the same time. 


Back cover 


Make the pattern. Lay the chair flat on the floor over a 
piece of brown paper. Outline the back. Smooth out the 
lines around fancy carving as you draw the pattern. Add 44 
inch all around for seaming. Then cut out the pattern. 


Cut the cover. Cut the front section exactly like the pattern. 
Cut the back section in two pieces so you can fasten the 
cover in the middle of the back and get a snug fit. If you 
plan to use a slide fastener, allow 1% inches extra at the 
middle edge of each piece. If you want to have buttons, add 
twice the button width at the middle edge of each piece. 
Cut a 2-inch boxing strip long enough to fit the top and 
sides of the back cover. Cut a deep ruffle flounce twice as 
long as the bottom of the cover (both front and back). 


Fasten the back cover. [t's easiest to make the buttonholes or 
stitch on the slide fastener before the slipcover is finished. If 
you are using a slide fastener, turn under the placket allow- 
ance on both pieces and baste them flat. Then stitch on the 
slide fastener. If you’re using buttons and_ buttonholes, 
finish them as you would for a dress placket. 


Add the ruffle. Hem one edge of the ruffle. Shirr the other 
edge. Stitch the ruffle in place along the bottom of the cover; 
the ruffle should start at the back center, under the placket. 
(This ruffle will cover the bottom of the boxing strip.)

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Hem the raw ends of the ruffle. 

Now the back cover should look 
like a pillowcase—with boxing 
around the top and sides, and ruf- 
fles across the bottom. 


Pad the cover. Trim the 14-inch 
seam allowance from the pattern 
for the chair back. Use the pattern 
to cut as many thicknesses of pad- 
ding as you need. From a double 
thickness of padding, cut a boxing 
strip long enough to cover the top 
and sides of the pad. This boxing 
should be about 1!% inches wide. 

Stitch across the padding layer 
for the front and the layer for the 
back to give them firmness. (Lay 
tissue paper over the padding to 
keep the treadle foot from tearing 
it. Pull off the tissue after the stitch- 
ing is completed.) Then stitch the 
boxing strip between the front and 
back layers of the pad. Leave the 
bottom half of one side seam open. 

Slide the padding over the chair 
back. Whipstitch the open seam 
closed. Put the slipcover over the 
pad—and the back cover is done! 

Seat pad 

Make the pattern. Lay brown 
paper on the chair seat. Draw the 
outline. Add !'9-inch seam allow- 


ance all around; then cut the pat- 
tern. 


Cut the cover, Use the pattern to 
cut two matching pieces for the 
seat pad. Cut a straight strip of 
boxing deep enough to make an 
attractive pad, but narrow enough 
to hold your padding together. 
The chair pictured has 12 thick- 
nesses of padding in the seat.) 
Make the boxing strip long enough 
to go all the way around the pad. 
Cut a 6-inch ruffle for the front 
and sides of the pad. Cut an extra 
6-inch ruffle for the back edge. 


Stitch the seat pad. Baste one 
edge of the boxing strip to the top 
section of the seat pad—right sides 
facing. Begin your basting at the 
back edge of the cover where one 
of the uprights meets the back of 
the chair. Stitch, turn, and stitch 
again to make the boxed seam. 
Snip extra fabric around the cut- 
outs so the cover will lie smooth 

Hem one edge of both ruffles 
Baste the 
long ruffle to the lower edge of the 
boxing strip—right sides facing. 


Gather the other edge 


Turn the cover wrong side out, 
and stitch the bottom section in 
place along the same line of stitch- 
ing. Seam the raw edges of the box- 
ing strip together. Turn the cover 
right side out and press. Baste and 
stitch the short ruffle to the boxing 
strip at the back of the cover. Leave 
that seam open as a stuffing vent. 


Stuff the seat pad. Trim the '5- 
inch seam allowance from the 
seat-pad pattern. Then use the 
pattern to cut the wadding. Stitch 
the thicknesses of wadding togeth- 
er. Add the wadding through the 
vent at the back. 


Finish the seat pad. After the 
wadding has been inserted, sew up 
the vent opening. Cut four 16- 
inch strips of 2-inch grosgrain rib- 
bon. Sew them to the back corners 
(at either side of the uprights) so 
you can tie the seat pad in place

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Are you a city sucker’ 


n the day the first robin came to town last spring, the 
United States Senate was tied up by a filibuster, the State De- 
partment was negotiating the Atlantic Pact, and there was a 
fresh crisis in Berlin. The editor of Ed Turner’s local news- 
paper, though, had still bigger news. He spread it across 
eight columns: ‘‘Council Okavs Sales Tax Starting March 15.”

That was a sucker answer, as Mrs. Turner quickly pointed 
out. But how were the Turners to know whether or not they 


were getting a good run for their tax money? Aren’t municipal 
affairs a job for an expert? 

Yes, they are—but so are jobs like laying a walk, painting a 
bedroom, and putting in shelves. If you’ve managed to learn 
enough about these operations to tell when you're getting your 
money’s worth, you can also learn how to tell if you’re getting 
your money’s worth from your town officials. 

Maybe your town hasn’t yet resorted to a city sales tax. But 
chances are you’re handing it more money than ever before. 
Do you know why? Are you getting value received? Would it be 
better to have the extra cash in your own pocket instead of in 
the city’s? 

Let’s start with taxes, the way the Turners did. Then we can 
check off what you ought to be getting for what you pay. 

Property taxes probably hit you the hardest. Are yours high- 
er or lower than average? You can find out by comparing your 
city with others of the same size. Here’s a table, based on a 
survey in the National Municipal Review for January, 1949:

Now take your own 1948 tax 
statement. It gives you the official 
rate for your community. Call up 
your assessor or some well-posted 
friend in the real estate business 
and ask him what the average 
ratio of assessed to actual values is in 
your town. Multiply your tax rate by 
the percentage tigure he gives you. 
Then compare the result with the 
average adjusted rate for cities in 
your population group. Make you 
feel good? 

Here’s an example. The Seattle, 
Washington, taxpayer had an 
official 1948 rate of $49.60 (or 49.6 
mills on the dollar). His property is 
assessed at about 35 percent of its 
actual value. 

$49.60 
0 
$17.36 

Thirty-five percent of $49.60 
gives an adjusted rate of $17.36 on 
$1,000 actual value, or 17.36 mills 
on the dollar. This ts the rate that 
counts when you compare cities. 

He sees that the average adjusted 
rate for cities in Seattle’s group— 
250,000 to 500,000 people is 
$27.26. That’s 60 percent more 
than his own, so he can jump with 


joy. 


In a 10-minute visit to the li- 
brary, you can get a much better 
idea of how your town stacks up in 
this matter of taking your money 
and spending it. Haul down the 
latest copy of the American Munic- 
ipal Year Book. It’s as valuable to 
a city sucker looking for facts as a 
first aid manual is to a city slicker 
headed for the wilds. 

Begin by checking on your 
town’s spending. That’s important 
because you want to know not only 
if you are paying too much but also 
if your town is spending too much. 

It’s often interesting to look at 
the operating cost figures for a 
dozen nearby communities about 
the same size as yours. Is your city’s 
total considerably higher than 
most of the others? If so, 
thing’s wrong. Either your town is 
paying too much for the services it 
buvs you, or it is buving too many 
of them. 

And while you're at it, look at 
the same table to see if vour town is 
loaded with a heavier bonded debt 
than its sister communities. And 
remember that this mortgage is 
not only on your town but on you 
as well. 

Now you know how your com-

ter your class, the lower your in- 
surance rate. There’s not a single 
town in Class I. The largest num- 
ber are in Class IV. Class II is the 
one to which your city should aspire. 

Many factors are considered: 
number and condition of fire trucks 
and hose; size, training, and efh- 
ciency of the force; availability of 
water; adequacy of building codes. 
Your fire chief would be tickled to 
death to raise the classification of 
his department, and he can tell you 
right off what’s holding him back. 

A good fire department puts out 
fewer fires today than it did 10 
years ago because it prevents more 
of them. Does your department 
thoroughly inspect business places, 
theaters, hotels, schools? 


What kind of police 
department? 

Phe best way to start getting the 
answer is to size up crime condi- 
tions in your town. You'll find the 
figures in the latest annual Uniform 
Crime Reports of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, which you can 
get from your library or police de- 
partment, or from Washington. 

Look at your city’s figures for the 
six major offenses listed. Then look 
at the figures reported by a dozen 
communities of the same size and 
in your section of the country. 
They'll give you a pretty fair idea 
as to whether crime is high or low 
in your town. So will your own 
observation of whether gambling 
and similar enterprises that flourish 
only with a payoff operate un- 
molested. 

In cities with more than 10,000 
residents, the average number of 
police employees is 1.9 for every 
1,000 persons. The number runs 
from 1.4 per thousand for small 
cities to 2.4 for those over 500,000. 

Ask your police chief how many 
men he has, and compare the 
answer with those figures. You 
ought to bear in mind, however, 
that numbers aren’t everything. 
Some cities with a large force have 
bad crime records. One alert, well- 
trained, physically fit, and career- 
minded policeman is worth a 
dozen flat-foots content to do little 
more than pound a beat and col- 
lect their pay. 

In a good police department, 
morale is high. You can’t measure 
morale by just asking questions, 
unless you’ve known a few police- 
men a long time. But you can 
quickly check up on conditions 
that make for good morale. 

Are your policemen well paid 
and covered by a reasonable pen- 
sion system? 

Are their jobs and promotion 
opportunities protected by civil 
service? 

Do they have good, radio- 
equipped cars and motorcycles? 

Is there a continuous training 
program for both recruits and old- 
er officers? 

Are promising men ever sent to 
the F.B.I. or Northwestern Univer- 
sity training schools, or to traffic 
courses elsewhere? 

Try to size up your chief. His 
character and competence are 
more responsible than almost any- 
thing else for the kind of law en- 
forcement your town gets. He 
ought to be firm, and he ought to 
be eager to modernize his force.

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What about traffic safety? 

Keep your eyes and ears open as 
you drive and walk around town. 
Are dangerous intersections un- 
guarded by traffic lights or stop 
signs? Are downtown streets so clut- 
tered with parked cars that you 
almost brush fenders with the op- 
posing stream of traffic as you 
crawl along?

For statistics on your 
town stands in safety, ask your 
newspaper or your police depart-

killed in traffic accidents during 
1947. Or get the figure from the 
1948 edition of Accident Facts, a 
booklet put out by the National 
Safety Council, Chicago. 

Then see your town com- 
pares with the national averages. 

One basis is the number of 
traffic fatalities per 100,000  per- 
sons. In 1947, the 
cities was 11.9. 

If your town runs much higher 
than the it hasn’t done a 
good job of shopping for traffic 
safety. Advice from a qualified 
trafic engineer would 
tainly be a good investment.

education classes, sports, and other 
community activities. At least 
some of the playgrounds should be 
supervised. 

The parks should be well kept, 
have picnic places, band shells, and 
ball fields—if your town can af- 
ford them. Facilities like tennis 
courts and swimming pools can be 
largely self-supporting. 

How do your schools rate? 

You can get a partial answer 
from nearby colleges. Are they 
glad to get your high-school grad- 
uates? Do young people from your 
town make the grade as readily as 
those from other towns? Do they 
win as many scholarships? Are 
they well rounded? 

But don’t be content with that. 
What about the majority of stu- 
dents who won’t be going to col- 
lege? Do your schools offer voca- 
tional courses geared to job op- 
portunities in your area? It doesn’t 
make sense to install a school print- 
ing plant that will train scores of 
printers a year—as one city did 
if the printing trade in the area can 
absorb only a few of the graduates 

The best way to size up the 
schools is to observe the persons 
who work in them. Are your chil- 
dren interested in what they are 
studying? Are the teachers sym- 
pathetic and enthusiastic? Does 
the superintendent have clearly in 
mind what he is trving to do? Very 
important, is there anyone who 
gives individual help to your chil- 
dren in meeting problems that 
come with growing up? 

Supplement this information by 
looking at the mechanics of school 
operation. Here are a few princi- 
ples: 

School buildings should be large 
enough so that sessions need not be 
staggered—one batch of young- 
sters going from 8 o'clock, say, 
until noon, and another from noon 
until 4. They should be safe and 
comfortable. 

One teacher should not have 
more than from 25 to 30 pupils 
Larger classes not only overwork 
the teachers but also provide too 
little supervision for your boy ot 
girl. 

Salaries should be high enough 
to attract and hold teachers who 
can make a voungster eager to 
learn. A low salary scale may save 
you a dollar or two in taxes, but in 
the long run it will hurt your chil- 
dren. It may keep away prospec- 
tive taxpayers who are looking for 
a good school system. If your town 
has been losing popular teachers to 
other communities, that’s a danger 
signal. 

The schools should be independ- 
entof the city government and run 
by an elected, unpaid board that 
appoints the superintendent. Your 
schools can be badly fouled up by 
city politicians

to you. You’re entitled to a strictly 
enforced zoning ordinance that di- 
vides the town by districts accord- 
ing to the predominant use of 
property in each. 

There should be residence dis- 
tricts—first, second, and perhaps 
other classes of them; apartment- 
house districts; and commercial 
and industrial zones. One lovely 
old town has been discussing zon- 
ing for years, and not getting any- 
where because influential residents 
were afraid it would keep them 
from having a few chickens in their 
acre-big back yards. 

While they were arguing, some- 
one put up a tavern right across the 
street from the new high school. 

You can gauge the effectiveness of | 
your city’s zoning by noting how 
firmly your officials protect people 
in a first-class residential district 
from duplexes or apartment houses. 





Are your taxes this low? 


If they are, you're probably 
getting your money's worth. Each 
of these cities has a tax rate (ad- 
justed to an estimated true or full 
value of property) well under 
$29—the average for cities of 
over 30,000 population. If your 
local rate is appreciably higher, 
your city may: (1) lack commu- 
nity wealth, (2) have its assessed 
values too low, (3) fail to spread 
its total tax burden through other 
forms of taxes, or (4) be wasting 
your money. Perhaps it's high 
time to get your dander up.

Mayors and city councilmen de- 
clare they are forced to seek new 
revenues because citizens are de- 
manding new improvements and 
more services. There’s a lot to that 
argument; if taxes are getting too 
high, you and I have to share part 
of the blame. 


| for these two danger signs: 

First, taxes increasing faster than 
your income (unless, of course, they 
have always been too low because 
you weren’t getting essential serv- 
ices). 

Second, failure of your town to 
take off emergency taxes as soon as 
the emergency is over. A case in 
point is the sales tax imposed this 
year in our town to pay off debts 
inherited from the previous ad- 
ministration. Already some groups 
are clamoring that it be continued 
a while longer to buy a new swim- 
ming pool and to raise the wages of 
city employees. The sad fact is that 
a tax once levied is rarely repealed. 


,  R is a third danger signal: 
Your town ceases to be a good 
shopper when it goes deeply into 
debt for services it doesn’t need. 

If your sanitation department 
doesn’t collect your garbage on 
schedule because it needs new 
trucks, you ought to be glad to see 
it buy them. And you ought to be 
glad to help pay for a program to 
unsnar! the traffic problem. 

Dream-town building, though, 
is another matter. Your city might 
well be pleasanter if it had express- 
ways, along which you could speed 
from business center to home in a 
few minutes; a civic center that in- 
cluded a museum and a municipal 
auditorium; and three times as 
many parks as you now have. 

But if it proceeded to get all of 
them in a hurry, it would end up 
like one of those medieval com- 
munities whose palaces and cathe- 
drals were surrounded by the 
hovels of people who barely kept 
alive on what they had left after 
visits from the tax collector. 


1. is often argued that an im- 
provement will cost you only the 
price of a few movies, or a couple 
of cartons of cigarettes each year. 
This may be true, but the tempta- 
tion is to pile improvement on im- 
provement until your share of the 
total may be enough to keep you 
from painting your house or tak- 
ing a vacation. 

Some improvements are neces- 
sary, of course.

This valve 
circulates hot exhaust around the 
center of the intake manifold as il- 
lustrated. When the engine warms 
up, a thermostatic spring closes 
this valve and the exhaust flows 
straight to the exhaust pipe. But 
on some cars this valve corrodes 
and sticks. If it;sticks closed, you 
waste gasoline through slow warm- 
up. If it sticks open, the red-hot 
exhaust overheats the intake mani- 
fold, and the incoming gas vapor 
from the carburetor expands too 
much, and you can’t suck enough 
into the engine for normal power, 
speed, and acceleration. 

So check this valve every thou- 
sand miles or so to see that it’s 
working freely. Squirt a shot or 
two of graphited kerosene (just 
powdered graphite stirred into a 
little kerosene) on each end of the 
shaft to keep it working freely. Oil 
is of no value asa lubricant here; it 
burns off. 


Scrap spongy hoses, Occasional- 
ly when you’ve got the hood up, 
run a hand along the radiator and 
heater hoses, squeezing as you go. 
Have someone gun the engine to see 
if you can feel any change. If a 
hose is cracked, if it feels soft and 
spongy, not firm, or if it swells or 
sucks in when the engine is gunned, 
replace it. It’s about shot and may 
break at any time, emptying your 
radiator water out on the road. 


To check for grease and rust. 
Stick your longest finger inside 
the radiator filler neck and scrape 
it around. If it comes away smeared 
with an oily scum and rust, it’s 
time to clean the system with a 
chemical cleaner. 

Grease and oil are the worst of 
all troublemakers in a cooling sys- 
tem. The grease may be excess 
from water-pump lubrication. Oil 
may have gotten in through a leaky 


cylinder-head gasket. They are 
churned up with rust and rotted 
rubber and other foreign material 
and smeared over the system’s in- 
nards, a blanket of insulation that 
impedes water flow and cooling. 
A good cleaner dissolves this oily 
binder and frees solids so every- 
thing can be flushed out. 

There are several on the market 
with directions. Tais is how you 
use a typical one: Shake the can, 
pour the contents into the radiator. 
Leave it there until you’ve driven 
200 miles. Drain and flush the sys- 
tem until the water runs clear. Re- 
fill with fresh water. That’s it. 


What do they mean, “‘flush’’? 
If you look at the owner’s manual 
you got with your car when new, 
you'll likely find it tells you to 
“flush the cooling svstem twice a 
year (its most convenient when 
adding or removing your anti- 
freeze).”’ Fine idea. How? It doesn’t 
Say. 

[he simplest and least effective 
“flush” is to open the drain cocks 
on both the radiator and the side 
of the engine block, drain, then 
flush by turning a water hose into 
the top of the radiator or by pour- 
ing the radiator full of clear water 
several times and letting it drain 
out the bottom. Then shut the 
cocks, fill the radiator, run the 
engine a minute or two, and drain 
again. That’s one way. 

You'll get a better flush if you 
do it from the top first and then 
disconnect the lower radiator hose, 
insert the end of your garden hose 
into this exposed opening, cup 
your hand around the hose and 
opening to keep the water from 
running out, and flush the water 
up through the radiator, letting it 
roil up out of the top. Then flush 
engine similarly by squirting the 
hose into the lower engine open- 
ing. Unless you remove the

thermostat or use water of 160 
degrees or warmer, you won’t be 
able to reverse-flush the water all 
the way through the engine into 
the radiator because the thermo- 
stat will close. But by repeatedly 
filling the engine up and letting it 
drain out the disconnected hose, 
you'll get rid of a lot of rust and 
dirt. 

Some service shops have a better 
system of reverse flushing. They 
use a gimmick that shoots short 
spurts of compressed air into the 
radiator while flushing it with 
water through the disconnected 
lower hose. 


To stop rust. Automobile manu- 
facturers strongly recommend add- 
ing a rust preventive to your 
radiator water when refilling the 
system spring or fall, or after flush- 
ing it. This coats the cooling sys- 
tem, inhibits rust and corrosion. 
All you do is dump the can of in- 
hibitor into the radiator water. 


Stop checking radiator. Inci- 
dentally, service-station men grab 
off your radiator cap to “check 
your water, sir?’’ whenever you 
turn your back. If your car has a 
pressure cooling system (most 
late-model cars have) and you are 
going somewhere and your engine is 
already warm but not running too hot, 
fight them off with a jack handle 

It’s this way. In the radiator 
cap of a sealed system is a spring 
that presses the cap’s gasket tight 
against the filler neck, sealing the 
system like a jar of home-canned 
peaches or a pressure cooker. As 
the engine warms up, the water 
tries to expand and thus builds up 
a pressure, just as in the cooker. 
rhis pressure raises the boiling 
point of the solution in the radia- 
tor, keeps water and antifreeze 
from evaporating, makes it un- 
necessary to add water for long 
periods, so that much less rust and 
scale form in the cooling system. 

But if you remove the cap and 
release the pressure, it cannot 
build up again as long as the en- 
gine remains hot. Meanwhile, your 
water can evaporate, your anti- 
freeze boil away 

So watch your heat indicator.

As long as your engine isn’t over- 
heating, the system is working 
properly; and you can tell the 
service-station boys toleave the cap 
alone. Add your water when the 
engine is cold or you aren’t going 
anywhere. 


Body squeaks. Many a.noying 
body squeaks and noises can be 
stopped with an occasional bit of 
lubrication. You need only a small 
can of light oil, a tube of powdered 
graphite, and one of those sticks of 
stainless, soaplike grease made for 
lubricating door locks. These sup- 
plies will oudast a couple of cars. 
Heavy or frequent lubrication is 
unnecessary. Lubricate only when 
squeaks develop or when parts are 
hard to operate. On the hood 
hinges and lock, on door hinges, 
on the luggage-deck hinges and 
the support, and on the wind- 
shield-wiper shafts use a drop or 
two of light oil (see illustration 
below). On hood lacings, or door 
lock bolts and door dovetail bump- 
ers, use a thin film lubricant ap- 
plied with a wipe of the grease 
stick. On the flat side of the doore 
lock bolts, use light oil. 


How to clean locks. In time, locks 
gum up with dirt. The keys catch 
annoyingly and the locks balk. 
Sometime when you are checking 
your tires at a service station, 
squirt a littl clear gasoline or 
naphtha into the lock through the 
keyhole, using an oilcan. Work 
your key in and out of the lock a 
half dozen times to distribute the 
fluid. After a few minutes blow a 
couple of shots of compressed air 
from the station’s air hose into the 
locks to clean out the dirt. Then, 
to lubricate the lock, insert the 
nozzle of your tube of powdered 
graphite into the keyhole and give 
the tube a couple of squeezes (see 
illustration). Work the key in and 
out a few times to distribute the 
graphite. Wipe off any excess from 
the key and lock to keep it off your

Sometimes a key will go into its 
lock but won’t turn. See that it’s

Insulation is a good investment 
anywhere. Here, mineral wool 
blankets are being laid, water- 
proof-paper side down, between 
joists in an attic. Also used in attics 
or walls are batts (squares of pa- 
per-covered insulation) and loose 
fill, made of mineral wool or other 
fine insulating substances.

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Furring strips. In a frame house, 
studs provide a good nailing sur- 
face for insulating batts or foil, 
and for lath or plasterboard. In 
masonry houses, however, furring 
strips must be nailed into masonry 
joints with nonrusting “concrete” 
nails. Furring strips are 1x2 boards 
spaced 16 inches on centers, onto 
which insulation is nailed.

Insulation. Metal foil does a 
similar insulating job by reflect- 
ing heat rays. Reflective foil comes 
in sheets, shown here being applied 
over furring strips on a masonry 
wall. It is very effective for insulat- 
ing under roofs. You also can buy 
mineral-wool insulation with a 
covering of this metal foil. 


Plasterboard. Before you can 
plaster, you must have a backing 
to which plaster will adhere. Only 
wood lath was used a generation 
ago; now plasterboards, some per- 
forated for better bond, have large- 
ly replaced it. Wire mesh is needed 
at all corners, at junction of ceiling 
and walls, around windows and 
doors, and over loose joints.

Beads. Rigid metal mesh corners, 
called beads, must be put up at 
archways, all exterior corners, and 
other wall edges unprotected by 
wood trim, where plaster is subject 
to bumping and other punishment. 
These beads should be nailed to 
both sides, as well as to the faces of 
studs, so they will not slip. 


Rough plaster. “Brown,” or first, 
coat of plaster is applied directly 
to plasterboard. A “‘scratch’’ first 
coat is required only where metal 
lath is used. The final, or white, 
coat must be applied before the 
brown coat dries completely. 


Dry wall finish. Plywood, fiber- 
board, gypsum board, pressed pulp 
sheets, and wood paneling are all 
forms of dry wall construction. To 
make walls of composition board 
look as smooth 
between sheets of board are cov- 
ered with paper of metallic ribbon 
and a fine, semielastic surfacing 
compound or Swedish putty. 


as plaster, joints 
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Grounds, Before plaster can be 
applied, every wall opening that 
will have a wood frame must have 
a ground frame of carefully dimen- 
sioned boards to serve as a guide 
for the plaster thickness. This 
ground acts as a nailing base for 
doorframe and molding, and must 
be carefully installed. 


Finish plaster. The white plaster 
coat. usually is given a smooth fin- 
ish that can either be papered or 
painted. Here, a sponge rubber 
float is used instead of usual metal 
float to give a sand finish. It can 
be painted, but not papered. 


Wallpaper. Before you put up 
wallpaper, plaster walls must be 
sanded smooth and sized. Prepa- 
ration of the wall is as important 
hanging itself. Here a 
corner is being expertly turned so 
there will be no dust-collecting 
joint at the corner, and no chance 
for paper to come loose and sag.

Painting. A good quality 
paint, whether oil-base or 
water-mixed, is a good in- 
vestment. Walls must first be 
sized so finish paint won't 
penetrate into plaster and 
leave blotches. Except in 
kitchen and bath, you'll 
want flat paints ew won't 
reflect light and glare. 


Tile. For walls in rooms that 
will be exposed to much 
moisture, tile is a good 
finish. You can buy ceramic 
tile, plastic tile in sheets o1 
individual tiles, aluminum 
tile, steel tile, structural 
glass tile, and composition 
tile in sheets. Each type has 
its advantages, and what you 
use depends largely on what 
you want to pay. 


Stair framing. Strong stairway 
needs three stringers (arrows), one 


at each side and one in the middle. 
The two outer stringers should be 
nailed to each stud, and should be 
anchored top and bottom with 
heavier nails toed into floor and 
ceiling joists or headers. Here, 
2x4's that follow angle of stairway 
separate outer stringers from the 
studs, to give the carpenters room 
to use tools in finishing the stairs.

Wood paneling. For walls 
that will get much abuse, 
wood paneling is one good 
answer. Given a good pro- 
tective surface, it will stand 
up well without showing 
damage. Here, tongue-and- 
groove pine boards are being 
toenailed horizontally into 
1x2 nailing strips. 


Stair finishing. Risers (1) and 
treads (2) should be of top-grade 
hardwood, usually oak, to with- 
stand wear. A molding strip (3) 
must always be nailed at top of 
each riser to close joints between 
boards. Always have a balustrade 
with an open stairway. Here a 
tread is being notched for inser- 
tion of a newel post which forms 
bottom anchor for any balustrade.

Baseboard. Where plaster wall 
ends, and finished floor will begin, 
a 4- to 6-inch strip of plain, knot- 
free board alwavs is nailed to cover 
the joint. This board is nailed to 
studs rather than to flooring, so 
if flooring should shrink, it won't 
pull baseboard away from wall 


Door and window trim. Dry. 
good quality wood should be used 
for door trim to prevent unsightly 
gaps between the trim and _ the 
plaster, and the consequent pos- 
sibility of mice, roaches, and ants 
getting in through the gaps. Nails 
that are used to fasten the trim 
into the frame should be driven 
deep into the wood with a counter- 
sink or nail set, and the resulting 
holes should be filled with putty 
or wood filler before painting. 


Door hardware. Operation 
of door and window hard- 
ware is as good as its fit. The 
space for a door latch and 
lock must be mortised out 
with great care, a3 must the 
hole drilled for a tubular 
lock, so that the lock will fit 
snugly and not wobble in its 
housing when it is used.

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Shoe mold. After the floor is laid 
and filled, but before it is finished, 
a strip of quarter-round molding 
should be placed flush against 
the baseboard and—unlike base- 
board—nailed into floor. Proper 
application of shoe mold will make 
a joint that always will be neat. 


Fitting doors. Because of the 
moisture from drying plaster pres- 
ent in a house, doors sometumes 
swell and stick. More often, though, 
the cause of sticking is bad door 
fitting. Edges should be planed 
and replaned until the door fits the 
frame with just enough tolerance 
(normally about 3/32 of an inch) 
to allow clear opening and shut- 
ting. For a little more money you 
can buy doors that come already 
hung in their frames.

, & lawn, like the rest of your garden, suffers when it 


goes into winter in poor condition. Give it help now, and 
you'll have a better lawn in spring. 

The best season for fall feeding and seeding is past, but 
you can still take a chance if you live where autumn is 


Let your grass grow a little........

usually long and mild. Even if an early freeze prevents 
grass plants from using the plant food, most if it will still 
be ready and available in spring. 

Below you'll find four other important ways to help 
your lawn through the winter. 


© © © © © © «© © «© During the spring and summer, the best 
mowing height for grass is between 119 and 2 inches. 
But your lawn, like an animal, likes a heavier covering 
in winter. Put vour lawn mower away when the nights 
become frosty. The grass will still continue to grow 
very slowly for several weeks, and will go into winter 
about 3 inches long. The extra length helps grass plants 
store up food, and also acts as a mulch, protecting the 
roots against sudden temperature changes. On the 
other hand, don’t stop mowing too early in the season. 
Grass too long will fall over and mat down, with dan- 
ger of smothering the roots and killing the grass. It is 
also difficult to cut when spring comes. 


ee © © © © © ee YOu CaN ruin a good lawn by letting leaves 
stay on it over the winter. When drifts of leaves be- 
come water-soaked, they mat down in layers which 
shut out air and smother grass almost as effectively as 
a board laid down on your lawn. 

Remove leaves when they are still dry, if possible, 
and use a broom rake in order not to scratch up the 
valuable mulch of grass clippings which protects roots. 
Incidentally, it’s a waste of money to burn leaves. Put 
them in a compost pile, and use them on your lawn or 
garden when they have rotted down into leaf-mold. 
Your soil needs humus, and a compost pile is the 
cheapest way to get it. 


e © e © © © © © « Like most other plants, grass suffers if it goes 
into the winter with too little moisture. Autumn 
drouth weakens grass plants and increases danger of 
winter damage, especially in years of little snow. 

Ordinarily, autumn rains will take care of the water- 
ing problem better than you can. But if the ground is 
dry at frost time, get out your hose and soak down 
the lawn thoroughly. Not just a sprinkling, but a real, 
slow drenching which will let water soak down several 
inches. Take several days, if necessary, to do a good 
job. If warm, dry weather hangs on late, water again. 
Che important thing is to have plenty of soil moisture 
when the ground freezes 


e « « » « lop-dressing on your lawn has the same 
effect as a mulch on your roses; it gives protection 
which cuts down the bad effects of alternate freezing 
and thawing. It also helps to improve your soil by add- 
ing humus. Use fine peatmoss, compost, or other 
humus; but be certain it is finels pulverized. Spread it 
over your lawn about half an inch deep, using the 
back of your rake. Work the rake back and forth so 
that all top-dressing is knocked from the grass blades 
and filters down to the ground. This job, however, can 
safely be left till next month. In fact, it might be 
better to wait because there are fewer other garden 
chores demanding your time in November.

acting and get them to the shop 
when they need repairs. Know the 
symptoms: 

A scratching or grinding sound 
when you apply your brakes while 
your car is rolling indicates metal- 
to-metal contact inside the drum 
caused by worn-out linings. A 
clicking heard when the 
pedal is pushed, then released, 
while the car is standing, indicates 
too much clearance between the 
drum and lining and that your 
brakes need adjusting. Squeaking 
sounds as brakes are applied and 
released tell that shoe-ramps are 
dry and need lubricating. A 
squealing or grunting noise as the 
car slows down indicates improper 
lining contact or scored drums. If 
the brakes take hold suddenly 
from only a touch of the pedal, 
the cause may be improper adjust- 
ment or grease on the linings. If 
your car dives or pitches, look for 
grease on one lining; that lining 
will grab when the brakes are ap- 
plied. If your car sull dives after 
the brakes are equalized and work- 
ing properly, look for weak springs 
or faulty shock absorbers. If the 
pedal has a soft, spongy feel or if 
you have to “pump” the pedal, 
there’s probably air in the hydraul- 
ic system and it needs to be “‘bled.”’ 

When your brakes are working 
well but the pedal pushes to within 
2'% inches of the floor, then it’s 
time to get them tightened.

L, addition to observing this be- 
havior of your brakes as you drive, 
have the linings and hidden hy- 
draulic parts inspected whenever 
you have the wheels pulled for 
greasing the bearings. That tells 
you what shape the linings and 
parts are in and how much longer 
they’re going to last.

SOUTH 


Plant English ivy now: it’s the best month of all for setting 
this plant out. Give ivy a good watering. 

Plant hardy annuals about the time of the first killing 
frost: this means early October in our mountains, late 
October in the Upper South, early November in the Mid- 
dle South. Plant a few dwarf annuals in tulip and daffodil 
beds to prevent that gone look when bulbs are past. 

Along the Gulf Coast, plant calendulas, stocks, and the 
early-flowering sweetpeas. 

Plant narcissus, tulips, Dutch iris, lilies, crocuses, grape- 
hyacinths, leucojum, and scilla bulbs in the Middle and 
Upper South. Add to this list the tender narcissus such as 
Paper Whites for the Lower South. 

Give roses their last feeding of the season in the Lower 
South; the best blooms of the year come this month. Spray 
or dust, if necessary, to control pests. 

Feed shade trees, using 3 pounds of complete plant food 
for each inch of trunk diameter at the base. Make holes 
about 2 feet apart underneath the spread of the branches. 
Use an instrument such as a soil auger to make the holes at 
least 10 inches deep. Place a handful of plant food in each 
hole, filling out with peat or soil.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Plant new peonies. Dig the new hole about 2 feet square 
and 1 foot deep. Work a cupful of bonemeal in the bottom 
of the hole. For abundant bloom, set the root so the buds at 
the crown are barely covered with soil. Planted much 
deeper, peonies fail to bloom. 

Divide and reset daylilies, spring-flowering daisies, 
phlox, violets, gerbera, spider lilies, and coreopsis. 
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Plant early spring-flowering bulbs such as daffodils, 
hyacinths, scillas, and dogtooth violets but wait till next 
month for tulips. Place tulips in refrigerator at least two 
weeks prior to planting. 

Plant bulbous iris for the earliest flowers. Place in the 
coldframe and mulch for protection. Plant yellow calla 
lilies in sheltered spots such as the southeast side of the 
house. Pot freesias and oxalis and keep in a cool place for 
several weeks; they don’t require darkness as do other bulbs 
used for forcing. 

Plant sweetpeas in a deep trench late in month. Soak 
the seed and coat with an inoculant just before planting. 
Fill trench halfway; then add soil as peas grow.

CENTRAL-EAST 


Plant mums in full bloom, move them with a chunk of 
earth on a cloudy day. Stake the plants at once, if tall. 
Group several plants of the same variety together for strong 
color effect; spotting colors weakens the effect. 

Plant biennials such as foxglove and Canterburybells in 
the garden now; they should not be disturbed in the spring. 
Set young pansy plants in the border or along the garden 
path for color in early spring. 

Prepare bulb beds thoroughly. Plant spring-flowering 
bulbs as early as they’re obtainable. Add a few crocus bulbs 
to the lawn. They tend to die out. Sling a handful of the 
bulbs and plant them where they fall. 

Sow seed of hardy annuals such as larkspur, petunia, and 
snapdragon; mark the area plainly to avoid spading up in 
spring. 

Plant evergreens; space far enough apart so they won't 
grow together and touch in a few years. Plant as far from 
the foundation as the location permits; they tend to lose 
their branches from shade and poor air circulation. Mix a 
little compost and a handful of complete plant food with the 
soil around each evergreen when planting. Water all newly 
planted shrubs and trees as soon as planted. Guy evergreens 
4 feet or more tall into position—wind-whipping may injure 
the new developing roots. Remove labels from trees and 
shrubs at once to avoid choking. 

Check dogwoods carefully for borers before buying or 
moving on your own property. Use care not to knock bark 
off dogwoods in moving operations. And don’t lift the plant 
by the trunk, as this may bruise it; any injury is an invita- 
tion to borers to enter. 

Store squashes and pumpkins in a warm, dry place such 
as the furnace room. Onions require dry, cold storage over 
winter. The attic is a good place for them. 

Don’t sow grass seed after October 15, as the tender seed- 
lings likely will be frozen out; rather, wait till November 15, 
after which the seed will wait in the ground to germinate 
early in the spring.

The 
bush, four feet or more tall, is 
strong, vigorous, winter hardy, 
and disease-resistant. If you are 
looking for other roses along this 
same type, then try Autumn Bou- 
quet, the Fairy, Dainty Maid, 
Lipstick, Prosperity, Martha Lam- 
bert, and Betty Pryor. These are all 
suited, too, for setting out in the 
fall over most parts of the country.

in sunshine and rain, in snow and 
darkness. 

At breakfast we talked about 
where to bury him.

And you should have seen 
the fine clump of tubers which ap- 
peared. I cut off the tops down to 
a few inches above, with pruning 
shears. 

Then with spading fork, I dug a 
few glads. I never saw such fine 
corms. So round, so firm, so fully 
well, just like the commercial on 
the radio. And so big. Here I cut 
off the tops close down to the 
corms. 

1 carried both dahlias and glads 
in flats to the tool shed to cure and 
dry. But it isn’t quite time yet to 
dig the rest. 


Oct. 18 A hard frost completely 
blacked the rest of the dahlia tops 
and made the glads look vellowish 
and ready for digging this late af- 
ternoon.

Are you a city sucker? 


wait on the merely desirable ones 
until you have pulled it down. 

Meanwhile, your town ought to 
know where it is going—next vear, 
five vears, and even 50 years from 
now. It ought to have an over-all 
plan like the one for New Castle, 
Indiana, described in Better Homes 
& Gardens in March, 1947. Then it 
can grow in orderly fashion, with 
new homes, industries, and shop- 
ping centers provided for in ap- 
propriate locations 

That wav it will not strain its 
present facilities nor lose residents 
and business to outlving communi- 
ties. Knowing what its problems 
are and will be, it can more safely 
tackle thein one at a time. If it 
won’t become a dream town within 
the next few vears, neither will vou 
vipe when the tax rate is published. 


& identallv, there’s still another 
way for you to keep a hand on that 
tax rate. It’s by putting a limit— 
expressed in either the state’s con- 
stitution or its laws—on the size of 
the property tax that can be im- 
posed without the taxpaver’s con- 
sent. The Seattle taxpaver, for ex- 
ample, pays far less than average 
because he’s protected by a 40-mill 
limit. All taxes over the limit have 
to be voted by the people. This is a 
better remedy than kicking out a 
city administration that raised the 
tax rate because it was pressured 
for expensive services. And _ it 
might encourage neighborhood 
and civic groups to do things for 
themselves—like converting a va- 


cant lot into a ball field—instead of 


running to the city hall. 

There’s one more point to check 
—the mechanics of vour city 
government. With a mechanically 
sound car, vour travel monev is 
likely to go farther; so is vour tax 
monev with a mechanically sound 
government. 

Is vours the city manager-coun- 
cil plan? Experience proves that 
this form offers you the best bet 
for getting first-rate service 

Next comes the mavor-council 
form. It will work well if vou have 
a competent Mayor who has com- 
plete administrative responsibility. 

The citv commission form, for- 
tunately, is losing ground. Its 
weakness rests in the delusion that 
the voters can pick from a grab 
bag of candidates a_ technically 
competent commissioner of fi- 
nance, public works, safety, etc. 


D. vou have city elections every 
vear? Once every two years Is olten 
enough. Terms of the mavor and 
councilmen should be at least four 
vears, and so arranged that not all 
the councilmen are elected at the 
same time. Five councilmen are 
enough for small cities; nine for 
large ones. And you're likely to get 
better men when vou elect them at 
large instead of district by district. 
The latter invites logrolling. 

Municipal elections should be 
nonpartisan. What has garbage got 
to do with Republicans or Demo- 
crats? 

Do vou also elect such adminis- 
trative officials as the city auditor 
and the treasurer? If so, the voters’ 
interest is likely to be watered down

because they have to keep up with 
too many candidates. It’s better 
practice to centralize responsibility 
in the mayor. 


, of department heads ap- 
pointed by the mayor—such as the 
fire and police chiefs, the health 
officers, and the city engineer— 
should not extend beyond his own. 
Otherwise, these officials can in- 
vite the mayor to jump in the lake. 
There’s something to be said for 
overlapping terms or civil service 
coverage for department heads. 
But they make it simple for the 
mayor to pass the buck to officials 
he doesn’t control. 

Finally, does your city give you 
every year a financial report that 
you can understand? Check with 
your city auditor. If there is no 
public report, or if it takes an ex- 
pert to interpret it, you have a right 
to be suspicious. In addition, does 
the administration tell you annual- 
Iv what it has been giving you for its 
tax monev? Most cities still do not. 
They are like the garage man who 
hands you the bill but won’t tell 
you what he’s done. 


.* can find out for yourself, 
though, as this article has shown 
you. In poking around, you'll 
learn that municipal affairs are 
much simpler than they seem to 
anvone who knows nothing about 
them except what he reads in the 
paper. You will probably learn, 
too, that vour town’s government 
is neither so good nor so bad as it’s 
pictured at election time. And you 
will learn whether or not you have 
been played for a sucker—whether 
or not your tax money buys what 
you ought to have at a price you 
can afford. 

Afterward, if you feel like talking 
to vour neighbors about making, or 
maintaining, a community you can 
be proud of—well, it’s your town.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Start new lawns as soon as pos- 
sible so a good root system is ¢s- 
tablished before cold weather. 
Scratch and rake bare spots in the 
old lawn, wet down if dry, smooth 
off, and sow grass seed. 

For contrast, plant both ever- 
greens and shrubs that lose their 
leaves. Plant after the first heavy 
rainfall. Choose kinds suitable in 
size for the zrea to be planted, also 
types suited for light exposure. Use 
compost to mulch shrubs and trees 
after planting. 

Plant perennials and biennials 
west of the Cascades. Plant wall- 
sweetwilliams, Iceland 
poppies, and Canterburybells in 
sun; but columbine, hosta, and 
Japanese anemone require a shady 
spot. Divide and transplant many 
of the rock-garden plants such as 
pinks and saxifrages. Also divide 
daylilies and poker- or torchlilies, 
if they haven’t been divided for 
three years. 

Start penstemons from cuttings 
and continue to make fuchsia and 
geranium cuttings. Avoid using 
soft shoots as they are likely to rot. 
Make hardwood cuttings of tlower- 
ing quince and other flowering 
shrubs and place in a coldframe, 
which should be protected from 
freezing later. 

Transplant cuttings of azaleas, 
rhododendrons, camellias, and sim- 
ilar shrubs into small pots or flats 
when roots form. 

Spray roses at two-week inter- 
vals; water and plant food usually 
isn’t needed this month. 

Plant spring-flowering 
prepare soil deeply. 


CALIFORVA 


Plant all spring-flowering bulbs 
as soon as possible. Plant lilies, too, 
and be sure the soil is prepared 
deeply and leafmold is added. 
Place some gravel in the bottom of 
the hole if soil isn’t drained well, 
and set each bulb on a handful of 
sand

snapdragons, Stoc ks, 
larkspurs, calendulas, baby prim- 
roses, and other winter flowers 
that you want. 

Keep tulip bulbs and lily-of-the-

Plant eucalyptus, privet, cuge- 
nia, and other hedge plants. ‘These 
may be used for windbreaks as 
well 

Lift mums in bloom, place in 
large boxes or pots, and use for dis- 
play on the patio. Use a trans- 
planting powder. 

Feed and mulch poinsettias for 
them to do their best 

Take ants in the garden seriously 
They’re up to no good. Place ant 
bait around so they carry the 
poison back to the nest to destroy 
the entire colony.

(ulips step by step

Quality for a good start 


START with good-quality bulbs bought from reputable 
dealers, and you’re almost certain to have blooming 
tulips to enjoy next spring. 

Clumps all of one color are more effective, but you can 
get a lot of pleasure out of a border of mixed tulips. 


Where, when, and how 


Tulips will flower satisfactorily when planted in only 
moderately good soil. They'll do better in a rich loam. 

Water must not stand over them at any time. Each 
bulb puts out a brush of roots as it starts into growth, so 
allow for these. Keep the bulbs at least six inches away 
from a house foundation. 

Planting can be done any time between late September 
and mid-November. Unless you are planting a large 
formal bed—in which case, it’s best to remove all the soil 
to a depth of eight inches—forking up the soil where you 
want to plant is your first step. Fork, pulverize to a depth 
of full eight inches, and relevel the soil. 


I. Now you're ready to plant. Fora 
good-looking clump, space the bulbs 
in an oval or figure eight allowing five 
inches between bulbs. Put a stake 
in the center of clump as a reminder 


2. Lift the first bulb and stab your 
hand trowel its full depth straight 
down into the soft soil directly below 
where the bulb lay. Pull the trowel 
blade toward you to widen opening

24 to 32 inches, and blocky cup- 
shape flowers.

The Bishop is one of the 
finer dark purples and an excellent 
one for accent, and as contrast for 
pale pinks and lavenders.

Cottage tulips. Those in this class 
are similar but usually have longer 
flowers than the Darwins. Advance 
is the most spectacular and looks 
like a great flame-red poppy. Plant 
it against a green background with 
forget-me-not-flowered anchusas 
nearby. Rosabella—a_ delectable 
pink, Marjorie Bowen—salmon, 
buff, and rose-pink, and Golden 
Harvest—deep lemon-yellow, are 
samples of this desirable class. 
Flesh-pink English Daisies, blue 
bedding violas, and Virginia Blue- 
bells in front of them guarantee 
they'll show off at their best. 


Lily-flowered tulips. These rate 
high on grace and are in demand 
for cutting. Captain Fryatt—red- 
dish violet, White Duchess—a 
truly all-white flower, and Yankee 
Girl—a delightful buffy-salmon, 
are three that draw extra praise. 
Like the Darwins and Cottage 
tulips, those in the lily-flowered 
class look the prettier if set among 
forget-me-nots or near mats of 
moss phlox such as Vivid and 
Dixie Brilliant. 


Breeders. Unusual art shades and 
smoky overlays of hazy lavender 
and purples mark this group. 
They're excellent cut flowers to 
arrange in brass and copper. Plant 
near purple honesty, the golden 
daisylike doronicums, orange and 
yellow wallflowers, or yellow and 
bronzy Purple-leaf Fil- 
bert and Copper Beech make the 
handsomest of all backgrounds for 
them. Ask for Bacchus—violet 
blue with a dusky bloom, Cher- 
bourg—a golden terra cotta, and 
Indian Chief—wood-brown with 
rosy highlights.

Prepare your plants 


By Norman (reider 


a as house plants are an important part of 
your home’s winter charm; but house plants, like 
children, need attention if they are to thrive. And 
now is the time to give them the care that will insure 
healthy growth during the coming winter. 

Don’t overlook garden flowers such as petunias and 
marigolds for use as house plants. Pot them to contin- 
ue bloom indoors in a sunny window. Cut the tops 
back at least halfway, keep watered, and syringe the 
tops daily with water for best results. 

House plants moved indoors before frost will be+ 
come used to the change before the furnace is started. 
Plants don’t like sudden changes; they exhibit their 
protest by a check in growth and by abnormalities. 
Get plants used to the indoors first, then to furnace heat. 
Observe these points and follow the steps below to 
enjoy living with your plants indoors this winter. 


Prune back halfway shrubby-type plants such as this shrimp plant. Cut 
just above a pair of leaves—new growth will arise from this point to 
make your old plant more attractive. Pruning develops bushiness 


Wash smooth-leaved plants, such as this variegated ivy, with sudsy wa- 
ter (1 ounce soap per gallon). Dunk leaves in solution; then rub stem and 
leaves to dislodge pests. Keep plants clean, and they'll work for you 
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now for winter heauty 


Let plants stand several hours after suds treatment, then syringe with 
clear water. House plants need dusting every time the furniture needs 
it. At these times set plants in sink and syringe with lukewarm water 


Most plants will grow well in a soil mixture made up of above ingre- 
dients; but African-violets, gloxinias, and ferns need 2 parts peat. Use 2 
tablespoonfuls of plant food per gallon of soil. Mix it in thoroughly 


Hold your hand over the soil, turn the plant upside down, and strike pot 
edge sharply on table for removal and root inspection. Few roots as 
shown above (left) mean repotting; crowded roots (right) mean shifting

Do 
the same to ‘‘pot-bound” plants, but in addition tear the matted roots on 
the bottom and loosen side roots a little by squeezing around the base

will prevent the hole from plugging up and the soil will not waterlog

Your legal dictionary 


Learn these words, and you'll have less trouble 
understanding your lawyer—and all] the pa- 
pers every homeowner has to sign. 

Abstract of title: A written, chronological history, deed by 
deed, of a piece of land. It includes claims against the 
land, wills, etc. 

Covenant: A promise contained in a deed, such as that the 
present owner has a good title to give you. 

Conveyance (see Deed): The transfer of title to land from one 
person to another. It is the deed, plus its delivery and 
acceptance. 

Deed: A writing in which one person transfers title to land to 
another, for a price. 

Easement: A right acquired by your neighbor or the public 
to use your land for a special purpose. You can create this 
right either by sale, or.just by not objecting to the partic- 
ular use others are making of your land. 

Encumbrance: Similar to LIEN (see below). 

Instrument: Written evidence of a legal agreement con- 
cerning the creation, changing, or ending of a right or an 
interest in property. 

Lien: A hold or claim against property to secure payment of 
a debt, such as a mortgage, or a mechanic’s lien (given by 
law to a person unpaid for improvements he has made to 
your land), or taxes. 

Mineral rights: Rights given someone to mine under your 
land for stone, coal, gravel, etc. 

Mortgagee: A lender. A mortgage is a pledge of the land to 
insure payment of a debt; the mortgagee secures title on 
default by what is called foreclosure. 

Option: A written agreement to sell a particular piece of

freedom to enjoy your home—or lawsuits, trouble with 


neighbors, and insecurity. 

Disputes over land date back to the book of Genesis, and 
from them there have been developed the laws governing 
real estate transactions. You can’t be expected to know the 
fine points of those laws, but you should know enough to 
spot the possible sources of trouble in buying or owning 
land. You should have enough knowledge, at least, to know 
when to ask your attorney for advice. 

The time for you to be most on your guard is when you 
buy, for your deed and abstract of title—if not properly 
checked—can contain sections which might give someone 
else a claim to the property.

Most important, the officials can 
tell you whether or not the lot next 
to yours can be used for an open- 
air theater or factory. 

The lot’s abstract of title, or 
registration certificate, will show 
any restrictions a previous owner 
may have put on the lot, such as to 
cost or appearance of the home you 
may build on it. Incidentally, 
courts of some states have declared 
some restrictions, such as 
based on racial distinctions, not 
enforceable. 

Look up city building codes that 
apply to the property. You may 
find that an overly exacting code 
will greatly increase the cost of your 
home. 


those 


Determine the lot lines 

While you’re making your first 
inspection of the lot, check its 
boundaries. If there appears to be 
any doubt, you can have the lot 
lines located—at moderate cost— 
by any competent civil engineer. 
He “runs a course”’ from an estab- 
lished landmark to a corner of your 
Jot. Then, by a compass and plat 
(the map of that section of the city), 
he stakes out the boundary lines. 


Look for spectal limitations 

Another thing to look for in ex- 
amining the lot is any evidence of 
conditions that might limit your 
enjoyment of it. An abandoned ex- 
cavation might mean that some 
previous owner has given someone 
the right to remove gravel or coal 
from your property. The abstract 
will show whether mineral rights 
ever were granted anyone, and 
whether they still are in force. 

Look also for anything that 
might indicate that your neigh- 
bors, or the public, have any right 
to your property. If there is a well- 
worn path or drive across the lot, 
or if a hedge overhangs it and has 
for some time, it may not be pos- 
sible for you to stop that use of your 
lot by others. 

Try to find out how long the 
path has been there, or how long 
the hedge has edged into your lot. 
Most states require that a number 
of years pass before the public can 
acquire such a right. This is some- 
thing you can take up with your 
attorney, when he makes his check 
of the property. 

If there’s any danger of losing 
your right to part of your lot be- 
cause of a pathway, or by being 
generous about your 
hedge, there are precautions you 
can take. Close off the path once a 
year or so, and insist that your 
neighbors keep their hedges within 
their property lines. 

The owners of Rockefeller Cen- 
ter in New York, one of the most 
valuable tracts in the world, close 
the public ways through it once a 
year to keep their title free of any 
such claims. For, if you suddenly 
block a path where such a right 
(called an easement) does exist, 
you can be liable for trespass.

the apples on a branch that over- 
hangs a lot line. Legal opinion 
holds that trees on another’s land 
are not nuisances themselves, al- 
though their overhanging branches 
are. So you may cut both branches 
and roots which emerge on yout 
property, and remove the fallen 
fruit. But you must put both the 
fruit and the branches on your 
neighbor’s yard. Incidentally, you 
can’t object if your neighbor enters 
your yard to get his apples 


Will you have extra assessments? 

One of the things that will de- 
termine whether you’re interested 
in buying a lot is the possibility of 
its being saddled with extra assess- 
ments and taxes. By inspecting the 
lot, or by asking neighbors, you 
can learn whether the city or de- 
velopment company has provided 
paving, curbings, sewer, and wa- 
ter; whetier gas and electricity are 
available. 

If you’re in doubt, tax records in 
the county courthouse will show 
you the amount of street and sewer 
development already done. The 
county books also will show your 
chance of liability for future im- 
provements, such as storm sewers 
or new highways. 

If the proposed improvements 
haven’t already been arranged for, 
you’ll have a chance to object, on 
the basis of too high assessments, 
irregularities in proceedings, or 
lack of benefit to you. The law re- 
quires that such assessments can be 
made only after a notice of inten- 
tion has been given the neighbor- 
hood, and you have been given a 
chance to be heard. 

However, a proposed highway 
won’t have to run right past your 
home for you to benefit from it, 
according to the legal authorities. 


You may want an option 

If your inspection of the lot 
doesn’t disclose any apparent 
cause for future legal troubles, but 
you still want more time to investi- 
gate it before you buy, you'll often 
find it possible to buy an option 
which will give you the right to 
purchase the property at a speci- 
fied figure, within an agreed period 
of time. If you decide to buy, the 
small option payment becomes 
part of the purchase price. But if 
you decide you don’t want it, you 
forfeit the payment. 


Submit an offer to buy 

An alternate procedure is to 
draw up a written offer to buy. It 
should make the purchase contin- 
gent on the lot’s having a clear 
title, being free from the rights of 
others to share in the lot’s use, and 
should contain an agreement as to 
whether you or the owner will pay 
improvement assessments and cur- 
rent taxes. You should be allowed 
to withdraw from the transaction 
if building restrictions or zoning 
ordinances are unfavorable. 

Also, the offer should contain 
the usual descriptions of who, 
where, what, when, and how 
much. 

When you have submitted the 
offer, be sure to get the seller’s 
written acceptance on your copy. 
And remember that the seller’s 
wife, who in most states has a one- 
third (or dower) interest in all his 
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property, can’t be required to give 
up her rights unless she, too, signs 
the offer. 

Most real estate agents use a 
standard form for the offer to buy. 
But, because of its importance, 
you'll do well to have the offer in- 
spected or drawn up by your at- 
torney. 


Make sure the title ts clear 

The offer to buy, and your down 
payment, will be held by an at- 
torney or real estate broker while 
you make sure that the mysterious 
figure whom attorneys call a 
“stranger to the title” can’t claim 
a right in the property. This is the 
“escrow”’ period in states using that 
system. 

Che usual method is to have the 
history of the title examined by an 
expert—an abstractor or attorney 
who specializes in such work—who 
will write his opinion of its validity. 

What is called the abstract of 
title in most states is an accurate, 
condensed history of every trans- 
action having to do with your 
property from the time of govern- 
ment ownership to the present. 
For example, all titles in Maryland 
trace back to Lord Baltimore's 
grant from George I in 1632; in 
Louisiana, titles originate in French 
and Spanish grants. In most west- 
ern states, abstracts start with the 
date of federal deed to the early 
settlers. 

Abstracts aren’t the only evi- 
dence of title. Some 20 states have 
adopted title registration laws (you 
may hear them referred to as the 
lorrens system of title recording). 
In those states the registrar of deeds 
in each county’s offices keeps a 
complete index of all contracts or 
agreements affecting the title to 
your lot. 

When property changes hands, 
the registrar issues a certificate 
which describes the land and lists 
the reservations or restrictions af- 
fecting it. For a dollar or so you can 
get a duplicate certificate at any 
time, from which your attorney 
can quickly advise you as to the 
condition of your title. Outstand- 
ing mortgages and contracts for 
sale are among the items the certifi- 
cate will mention. 


Get the best title 

The best, and most usual, form 
used in property transfers is called 
the warranty deed. As the name im- 
plies, the owner warrants or 
guarantees that he holds the land 
free and clear of all claims against 
it, and gives you the right to take 
legal action against him if anvone 
makes a successful claim to the 
property. 

A poorer form of title is the’ gurt- 
claim deed. This simply transfers to 
you whatever interest in the pro- 
perty the former owner might have 
had. The owner guarantees you 
nothing, and you are warned there 
may be other claims to the land. 
This type of deed is not generally 
acceptable; most loan firms would 
refuse to lend you money on such 
a title. If it’s the only type of title 
you can get, insist that the owner 
go through a legal action to quiet 
title before you buy. Such an ac- 
tion gives anyone with a claim a 
chance to state his case to the court. 

A tax title is not much better than

a quitclaim deed. It is a county 
treasurer’s deed to property the 
county has seized because a former 
owner failed to pay taxes. Since 
this confiscation is an extreme and 
cold-hearted measure, complex 
steps must be taken by the county 
officials before the proceedings are 
valid. One misstep along the way 
may give the former owner a right 
to claim the property. Again, let 
the seller clear the utle, if he can, 
in court, 


You may want title insurance 

Any defects in deeds 
guarded against in some states by 
what is known as title insurance. 
As you can insure your home from 
damage by fire, so, for a premium, 
you can insure your house and lot 
from loss to someone with a claim 
to the property. This secures your 
tithe against defects which an ab- 
stract cannot disclose, such as for- 
gery or false acknowledgment of 
deeds. 

If you follow the steps above in 
buying your homesite, you can be 
sure that your deed is worth your 
money. 

And your chances will be fewer 
of getting yourself into a boundary- 
dispute case like the one in which a 
judge once stated: “‘The title of the 
owner of the soil extends not only 
downward to the center of the 
earth, but upward usque ad coelum 
(as far as heaven), although it is 
perhaps doubtful whether owners 
as quarrelsome as these parties will 
ever enjoy the use of their property 
in the latter direction.”

Transplanting a house 


Step No. 2 is to determine whether the house you’ve 
found is movable. The house must meet all building re- 
quirements of the neighborhood to which it is to be 
moved; wiring, framework, plumbing fixtures, stairways, 
all must pass strict inspection. You won’t want the house, 
anyway, if its materials and workmanship aren’t the best. 

Your city building inspector will tell you if your house 
can be moved, and his services usually are free, unless 
you want a rush inspection, in which case a fee of $5 or 
$10 may be charged. 


Then call in a contractor or experienced carpenter, 
and get his estimate of the remodeling cost. 

Step No. 3 is to make your bid on the house. At the city 
hall you can get blanks to use in bidding on buildings on 
land the municipality may have condemned. 

Unless you're experienced, you will do well to get some 
expert advice from an appraiser in making your bid. A 
rule-of-thumb sometimes used is $2 a square foot, though 
better houses often bring from $3 to $5 per square foot. 

In deciding the price, remember the estimate of re- 
modeling cost, and the amount the move will cost you. 

Step No. 4 is to buy your lot. Before you buy, make sure 
the house can be moved onto the lot—that there are no 
impassable obstructions on the route—and that it will 
meet all restrictions. 


Make sure your lot has access to utilities—water, sewer, 
and power—and is close to transportation and stores. 

Step No. 5 is to employ a house-moving firm. Find one 
that has a good reputation among businessmen and con- 
tractors. Fees may vary, but balance the fees against the 
firms’ reputations. Individual complications make each 
moving job different, but a $500 fee for hauling a five- 
room bungalow a moderate distance won’t be far off. 

Make an agreement in writing as to the mover’s fee, 
and the date of moving. Then make a down payment to 
bind the agreement.

them advising the public and especially owners of nearby 
property. Any protests by other property owners usually 
must be filed with the city council within 10 days. If 
there are complaints, you will have a chance to defend 
your house-moving proposal, and the matter will be de- 
cided by your city planning commission, or a similar 
municipal agency. 

However, you'll avoid much trouble if you first explain 
to your future neighbors how you will convert your house 
into an attractive home.

1 he fee you pay your mover will not include any cut- 
ting of power and teleplione wires which may be neces- 
sary, especially if your house is a two-story building. In 
some communities, city street employees will remove, 
without cost to you, any tree branches which might 
hinder the progress of your house 

Your mover will arrange for police traffic escorts. To 
comply with city regulations, you may have to move your 
house after midnight, in which case you'll have to pay 
your movers overtime rates. 

Step No. 6 is to prepare your lot for the new house. The 
two most expensive items will be laying the foundation 
and connecting it to the city sewage and water systems. 
You'll have a good start on the plumbing problem if 
you’ve moved connecting pipes from the house you're 
buying. Usually, you'll have to arrange for this yourself, 
as it’s not included in contracts of most house movers 

If you're not sufficiently skilled to tackle the jobs your- 
self, you can save money by hiring professional plumbers 
and cement workers, and working with them. 

Step No. 7 is remodeling, painting, and landscaping. If 
your plans were well made, your house will be on its new 


foundation about 30 days from the start of your project. 


Aaa all your costs, and compare the figure you get with 
the cost of a house of similar size in your new neighbor- 
hood. If you’ve had good advice, and especially if you’ve 
done some of the work yourself, you got a bargain.
